A proposed ordinance to reg­ 
ulate the conversion of apart­ 
ments to condominiums was 
received favorably y esterd ay 
by Marin County supervisors, 
who returned it to the planning 
commission for further refine­ 
m en t.

The ordinance, which has 
been in the works for nearly a 
year, is intended to protect both 
existing tenants and future buy­ 
ers of converted units. It also 
seeks to maintain a minimum 
l-to-3 ratio between rented and 
owned dwellings in Marin. 
A pproval of the docum ent 
yesterday snagged on a provi­ 
sion requiring a percentage of 
converted units be sold at re­ 


duced ra te s to m oderate-in- 
come families. 


The provision presents a legal 
question of how to keep such 
units from being resold or rent­ 
ed at the higher “ m arket ra te ” 
after first being sold at the 
reduced rate. 
“ When selling below market 
value, there's presently no way 
of keeping it in that price range 
beyond the first owner,” Super­ 
visor Gary T. Giacomini said. 
“ A fundamental point of law is 
that a person has the right to 
freely tra n sfe r pro p erty . .. 
and move on.” 
The question has been dis­ 
cussed for years by county offi­ 
cials who have considered re­ 
quiring “ the right of first 


refusal" on any sales, among 
other things. 


In referrin g the docum ent 
back to the planning commis­ 
sion. supervisors asked County 
Counsel Douglas J. Maloney to 
research 
ways of restricting 
future sales of such units. 
Supervisor Robert A. Roumi- 
guiere said he opposed propos­ 
als “to legislate housing m ix” 
but agreed with the rest of the 
ordinance. 
It protects tenants by estab­ 
lishing guidelines under which 
the county will approve or dis­ 
approve conversion requests. 
It says the county can turn 
down a conversion request if 
existing tenants “ will have sub­ 
stantial difficulty” in finding 


comparably priced housing in 
the area. It also gives tenants 
90 days before they must move 
if conversion is approved. 
Conversion can be prohibited 
if the percentage of rental units 
drops below 25 per cent of the 
total number of homes in the 
county, the docum ent says. 
Currently, rental units make up 
30 per cent of the total. 
To protect buyers, it proposes 
that a “condominium conver­ 
sion report” be required, listing 
all housing, health and safety 
code violations — to be correct­ 
ed prior to sale. 
“ The value of the ordinance 
is to protect tenants,” Chair­ 
man Michael Womum said at

On Vitamins 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Leg­ 
islation designed to overturn 
government regulation of vi­ 
tam ins 
is 
a 
“ c h a rla ta n’s 
dream ” that could legitimize 
consumer fraud, the Food and 
Drug Administration charged 
today . 
FDA Commissioner Alex an­ 
der M. Schmidt said if C!ongress 
gives in to pressure from spe­ 
cial interest groups on the issue 
it will have sanctioned the sale 
of “ ingredients of unknown 
safety ” and allowed “the fraud­ 
ulent promotion of just about 
any article as long as it is 
labeled as a ‘food supple­ 
ment’.” 
Schmidt’s attack came in tes­ 
timony prepared for a Senate 
hearing on bills to limit the 
agency ’s regulation of vitam­ 
ins. The FDA has already put 
high-concentration doses of vi­ 
tamins A and D on a prescrip­ 
tion-only basis because it said 
such doses are dangerous. 
Beginning nex t y ear it wants 
to place in the drug category 
any vitamin, food supplement 
or food product containing 
more than 150 per cent of the 
recommended daily allowance 
of any one vitamin. The FDA 
also wants to outlaw certain 
combination vitamins it consi­ 
ders useless. 
Classification as a drug would 
subject 
vitamin products in­ 
volved to review for effective­ 
ness and could result in their 
being put on a prescription 
basis, although the FDA con­ 
tends that won’t happen.

Beginning at dawn, wave af­ 
te r w ave of A m erican-m ade 
Phantom fighter-bornbers of the 
Turkish air force streaked out 
of the sun to bomb and strafe 
the capital while Turkish artil­ 
lery hammered Greek Cypriot 
portions in the Kyrenian moun­ 
tain range about 15 miles to the 
north 
Radio Nicosia, monitored in 
Israel, also said Turkish planes 
bombed Famagusta. 
Bombs burst through the in­ 
dustrial section at the east end 
of Nicosia. It burned for hours, 
sending up a tower of black 
smoke into the clear blue sky, 
and industrialists who took ref­ 
uge in a hotel said the damage 
will cripple the island's econo­ 
my for years. 
The heaviest fighting cen ­ 
tered at Mia Milea, two miles 
northeast of Nicosia, and near 
the airport about five miles 
southwest of the capital where 
strong Turkish forces cut off 
two vital road junctions and 
encircled the damaged installa­ 
tion, a U N. spokesman said 
The eruption of renewed war­ 
fare following the July 22 cease­ 
fire wounded 20 U.N. soldiers, 
including six Finns who have 
been under a constant m ortar 
barrage at their camp near the 
airport, the spokesman said 
"The Turks are encircling the 
airport, 
which is still under 
U N. control, while strong Turk­ 
ish forces supported by heavy 
arm or and artillery are pushing 
east of Nicosia toward the vital 
port 
of 
F a m a g u s ta ,” 
the 
spokesman said. 
He said U.N. troops did not 
enter combat and they would 
not fire unless attacked at the 
airport, where four British U.N 
troops have been wounded in 
Turkish 
bombing runs. 
U.N. 
forces took control of the air­ 
port follow ing the th ree-d ay 
July w ar and said they would 
defend it even if attacked. 
The Greek Cypriot govern­ 
ment headed by President Glaf- 
kos Clerides filed a complaint 
to the United Nations describ­ 
ing the outbreak of fighting as a 
“dastardly, unprovoked aggres­ 
sion and indiscrim inate bomb­ 
ing of Nicosia and its suburbs,” 
the spokesman said. 
Turkey had invaded the east­ 
ern M editerranean island on 
July 20 in a move that almost 
brought war with Greece. 
It said it did so to protect the 
approximately 125,000 Turkish 
Cypriots from the more than 
500,000 Greek Cypriots follow­ 
ing the Greek-led Cypriot Na­ 
tional Guard coup .

Hanley Co. of Covina but that 
firm failed to provide the neces­ 
sary insurance.

Bros, said that work will begin 
in the next few weeks.

estimated it will take between 
three and four weeks to com­ 
plete.

Form er President Nixon’s 
taped conversations that are 
not relevant to the Watergate 
inquiry are his personal proper­ 
ty, a White House spokesman 
said today. 
President Ford's press secre­ 
tary, Jerry ter Horst, said the 
White House legal counsel’s of­ 
fice, in consultation with the 
special prosecutor and the Jus­ 
tice Department, made the 
judgment 
Ford played no role in the 
decision but concurs with the 
ruling, terllorst said 
Specifically, terllorst said 
“ the tapes not subpoenaed and 
not relevant to the Watergate 
inquiry belong to the Presi­ 
dent” meaning Nixon. The 
statement left unclear the sta­ 
tus of tapes that have been 
subpoenaed and deemed rele­ 
vant.

said Nixon's chief Watergate 
lawyer, James D St. Clair, had 
left the White House legal coun­ 
sel's office as of today and had 
returned to Boston.

A Federal Aviation Adminis­ 
tration investigator said there 
was no mechanical failure in 
the single-engine Cessna being 
flown by James Sappington, 31, 
a Redding contractor. 


Sappington was certified to 
fly solo across country but it is 
unclear if his student license 
permitted him to fly at night 
without an instructor, the inves­ 
tigator said. 


“ However, I doubt if it did,” 
he added. 


The plane slammed into an 
800-foot hill north of Novato and 
west of Highway 101, touching 
off a one-acre brush fire. 


Sappington’s wife, Marsha, 
said her husband telephoned 
her from Sacramento Monday 
evening and said he was headed 
home. 


“ We assume he was lost” 
when he crashed, the investiga­ 
tor said, despite the fact that 
Marin is nowhere near the 
flight path from Sacramento to 
Redding 
"That’s well within 
the realm of error.” 
Sappington’s body was re­ 
turned to Redding today for 
burial

An emergency ordinance to 
slow the pace of growth in the 
Black Point area was approved 
swiftly yesterday by the Marin 
County Board of Supervisors. 
The ordinance, which covers 
ridges but not flatlands, re­ 
ceived the required four votes 
to go into effect immediately. It 
will stay in force four months. 
During that time, newly cre­ 
ated

It was the fifth increase this 


year in the maximum rate on 
home loans insured by the Fed­ 
eral Housing Administration 
and the Veterans Administra­ 
tion 
In a parallel action, the Sen­ 
ate voted 84 to 0 yesterday to 
approve an $11.1 billion housing 
and community development 
bill. The measure, a compro­ 
mise between differing House 
and Senate bills, went to the 
House for expected approval 
Among the bill's provisions 


are a new housing subsidy pro­ 
gram to replace one frozen by 
former President Nixon in Jan­ 
uary. 1973. It would also raise 
the ceiling on FHA-VA mort­ 
gages from $33,000 to $45,000. 
FHA and VA were the pri­ 
mary sources of home mort­ 
gages until recent years when 
their share of the market fell to 
about 20 per cent. The govern­ 
ment program, which allowed 
millions of Americans to buy 
homes in the 1940s, 1950s and 
1960s, has failed to keep pace 
with home prices that have 
soared 14 per cent this year 
alone 
HUD Secretary Jam es T. 


Lynn said the new 9.5 per cent 
interest ceiling on FHA-VA 
guaranteed mortgages should 
reduce closing costs —the mon­ 
ey for down payment, insur­ 
ance. title search and other 
charges a home buyer pays 
when he takes possession.

in California 


Seth M. Hufstedler, State Bar 


president, says the Nixon case 
is in the hands of an informal, 
preliminary committee which 
can state charges to be heard 
by a formal committee. 
“ It is conceivable the (form­ 
er) president might urge that he 
is exempt,” Hofstedler said re­ 
cently. "However, our counsel 
has advised us it is his opinion 
he is not immune from discipli­ 
nary proceedings.” 
Nixon need not be convicted 


by a court to be disciplined by 
the State Bar of California. All 
that is needed is a finding of 
moral turpitude 


This would result from “ clear 


and convincing evidence” of 
actions “ in the nature of a 
crime” — standards substan­ 
tially less than required before 
a jury and a judge. 
Nixon began his law practice 


in California as a young man. 
He has treasured his member­ 
ship in 
the California bar 


enough to have paid $100 a year 
in dues while president. 


Voluminous material, some 


sent by special prosecutor Leon 
Jaworski, has been collected in 
the cases of Nixon and six 
others licensed to practice law 
in California. 


They are John Ehrlichman, 


Robert Mardian, Gordon Stra- 
chan, Frank DeMarco Jr. and 
Nixon’s personal lawyer, Her­ 
bert Kalmbach. Kalmbach al­ 
ready has been suspended from 
practice. 


Since the California Supreme 


Court issues licenses to practice 
law, the court has the power to 
suspend or revoke licenses of 
persons of moral turpitude, and 
who therefore are not trusted to 
handle clients’ funds and se­ 
crets. 


Short of disbarment, an attor­ 
ney can be subjected to suspen­ 
sions or public or private re­ 
prisals. 
If Nixon is formally charged, 


he could avoid possible penal­ 
ties by resigning from the bar. 
However, such resignations 
must be approved by the State 
Bar Board of Governors and 
the court, and the charges 
would remain pending in the 
event that Nixon applies for 
reentry.

Interest Is Hiked On 
Federal Home Mortgages 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Department of Housing and Ur­ 
ban Development raised inter­ 
est ceilings to 94 per cent on 
federally 
g u aran teed 
home 
mortgages, effective today. 
It was the fifth increase this 
year in the maximum rate on 
home loans insured by the Fed­ 
e ral Housing A dm inistration 
and the Veterans Administra­ 
tion. 
In a parallel action, the Sen­ 
ate voted 84 to 0 yesterday to 
approve an $11.1 billion housing 
and com m unity developm ent 
bill. The m easure, a compro­ 
mise between differing House 
and Senate bills, went to the 
House for expected approval. 
Among the bill’s provisions 
are a new housing subsidy pro­ 
gram to replace one frozen by 
former President Nixon in Jan ­ 
uary. 1973. It would also raise 
the ceiling on FHA-VA m ort­ 
gages from $33,000 to $45,000. 
FHA and VA were the pri­ 
mary sources of home m ort­ 
gages until recent years when 
their share of the m arket fell to 
about 20 per cent. The govern­ 
ment program , which allowed 
millions of Americans to buy 
homes in the 1940s, 1950s and 
1900s. has failed to keep pace 
with home prices that have 
soared 14 per cent this year 
alone 
HUD S ec re ta ry Jam es T. 
Ly nn said the new 9.5 per cent 
interest ceiling on FHA-VA 
guaranteed m ortgages should 
reduce closing costs —the mon­ 
ey for down payment, insur­ 
ance. title search and other 
charges a home buyer pays 
when he takes possession. 
Lynn said some home buyers 
had been paying “ penalties” as 
high as $2.640 on a $33,000 home 
because FHA-VA g u aran teed 
mortgages at 9 per cent were 


substantially below the rate for 
conventional 
m ortgage 
loans. 
The effect of the higher rate 
will be to spread the expense 
over the life of the mortgage. 
The 9-4 per cent ceiling is a 
reflection of realities in the 
mortgage money m arket. The 
FHA-VA rate was 7-% per cent 
on Jan 1. 
It was raised to 8-4 on Jan. 
8. to 8-4 on April 15, to 8 % on 
May 13 and to 9 on July 8 to 
encourage 
money 
lenders 
to 
provide mortgages for home 
buyers able to pay the rate. 
The effect of inflation on the 
home cost coupled with the 
rising interest rates has been to 
increase the monthly payment 
for the average house from $205 
per month to $278 in the past 14 
months.

Beef Situation 
Is Played Down 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Agri­ 
culture Department officials, in 
a campaign to reduce the emo­ 
tional effect of reports that the 
price of meat will be going up 
in 1975, are saying that supplies 
will be plentiful for the rest of 
this year 


However, Sen. Herman Tal- 
madge, D-Ga., chairman of the 
Senate Agriculture Committee, 
says the reports indicate a criti­ 
cal situation. 
The reports are based on the 
latest estimates on the corn 
crop, a livestock feed which 
directly affects the price of 
meat. On Monday, the Agricul­ 
ture Department said the Mid­ 
west drought means the corn 
crop would be 12 per cent lower 
than last year. 
Yesterday, another govern­ 
ment report called the outlook 
for livestock feeds “critical,” 
predicting that producers would 
use 3.7 to 3.8 billion bushels of 
corn in the year beginning Oct. 
1 instead of the 4.3 to 4.4 billion 
bushels in earlier estimates. 
Agriculture Secretary Earl L. 
Butz called a news conference 
and admitted the crop report 
was “disappointing.” But, he 
said, “this is no time for panic 
about the food situation." He 


Quake Hits 
Southern 
California 


SYLMAR (UPI) - An after­ 
shock of the devastating 1971 
earthquake that killed 65 per­ 
sons rumbled across a wide 
area of Southern California to­ 
day, swaying tall buildings and 
rattling dishes but apparently 
causing no damage. 
The quake struck at 7:46 a.m. 
and had a magnitude of 3.7 on 
the open-end Richter scale, ac­ 
cording to prelim inary esti­ 
mates by the Caltech Seismo- 
l o g i c a l 
L a b o r a t o r y 
in 
Pasadena 
The seismographic 
station at 
the University of 
California in Berkeley said the 
quake had a magnitude of 4.5. 
Caltech said today’s after­ 
shock was centered in the same 
area as the Feb. 9, 1971, quake 
which had a magnitude of 6.4, 
caused widespread damage and 
left 65 dead. 
Today’s quake was noticeably 
felt in the UPI news bureau on 
the eighth floor of an office 
building in downtown Los Ange­ 
les 15 miles from here and also 
was felt along the coast from 
Santa Monica south to Long 
Beach and in Sherman Oaks 
and Pasadena. 
A resident of this San Fernan­ 
do Valley town said the quake 
was a rumble, not a jolt, and 
that it rattled dishes. Preceding 
the quake was the roar which is 
frequently heard just before 
strong quakes. 
“ It was not very big although 
I felt it here at my home in 
Pasadena,” said a spokesman 
for Caltech 
Police Departments and sher­ 
iff's offices reported receiving 
many calls following the quake 
but no reports of damage. 


said rains in the Midwest this 
week helped many corn crops 
— but in some areas the rains 
came too late and farmers are 
using their com crop for silage. 


“We have plenty of livestock 
for the rest of the year,” Butz 
said. “We’ll get a larger per­ 
centage raised on grass or 
small amounts of com. We’ll 
have an adequate supply of 
beef, probably at somewhat 
lower prices toward the end of 
the year than now.” 


An 
Iowa m eat producer, 
Glenn Gregg of Hawarden, says 
many Midwest meat producers 
will be feeding their animals 
hay and silage because of the 
drought. This will mean there 
will be a lesser grade of beef, 
good for pot roast but not for 
steaks and roasts, he said. 


“If the consumer will settle 
for something a little less ten­ 
der, we can give her all she 
wants at prices she can af­ 
ford,” Gregg said in a tele­ 
phone interview. “And besides, 
it won’t have as much fat.” 


Butz pointed to tne wneat 
crop as one of the successes of 
this year’s harvest. Most winter 
wheat had been harvested be­ 
fore the drought began. 


“The wheat crop is nearly 200 
million bushels above a year 
ago and way beyond domestic 
needs,” he said. “ We’re going 
to be able to meet a substantial 
share of the export demand.” 


The Agriculture Department 
also issued a dairy report today 
which said the July milk output 
was slightly higher than the 
1973 figures — but that the 
dairy farm er’s cost-to-profit ra­ 
tio was 7 per cent higher than 
last month and 5 per cent high­ 
er than a year ago. 


The report said 10.1 billion 
pounds of milk were produced 
in July, 17 million pounds more 
than the 1973 figure. 


Talmadge, was not as opti­ 
mistic as Butz. “The situation 
has to be labeled critical,” he 
said yesterday in a Senate 
speech. “The potential to con­ 
tribute to spiraling inflation is 
tremendous. The crop situation 
has forced us into a comer 
from which there is no easy 
exit.” 
He said meat producers were 
losing money when com was $3 
a bushel and said “the pros­ 
pects of $5 or $6 a bushel is 
catastrophic.” 
Talmadge has supported ex­ 
port controls on crops to keep 
more of them in the country. 
“ We must put the people of 
this country first,” he said. “ It 
is imperative that we begin now 
to monitor more closely the 
stocks of wheat, feed grain and 
soybeans. Before it is too late 
we must considerable equitable 
m easures to meet domestic 
needs without doing irreparable 
harm to our friendly trading 
partners abroad ”

Sadat Says 
Egypt Set 
For Clash 


By UNITED PRESS INTERNATIONAL 
Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat said today his country 
was prepared for a new out­ 
break of Middle East fighting if 


Israel stepped up its military 
preparations. 
“We are preparing just as 
they are preparing, and the day 
Israel declares general mobili­ 
zation we will do the sam e,” 
Sadat said in an interview with 
the Beirut’s AJ Sayyad news 
magazine one day after an Is­ 
raeli naval raid against the 
Lebanese coast. 
Asked about Arab press re­ 
ports of Israeli troop concentra­ 


tions and an imminent Israeli 
offensive, Sadat said, “It is a 
mere show of muscle intended 
for domestic consumption." 


One person was killed and 
five injured in an Israeli gun­ 
boat attack yesterday near the 
refugee camp of AJ Rashidiyeh, 
L ebanese governm ent and 
guerrilla officials said. 
The Beirut defense ministry 
said one of the attacking Israeli 
vessels was hit by shore fire, 


but the Tel Aviv military com­ 
mand said all its boats returned 
safely after destroying an Arab 
guerrilla naval headquarters 
building nine miles north of the 
Israeli-Lebanon border. 


Sadat said in the magazine 
interview form er President 
Richard Nixon did for Israel 
more than any other American 
president by preventing its de­ 
feat in the October war. 
“But afterward, he changed 
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Am erican policy,’’ he said. 
“Nixon did not become biased 
in the Arabs’ favor, but in favor 
of an honorable peace settle­ 
ment. 


“When I say Nixon, I mean 
the entire American system. If 
Nixon’s successor changes what 
Nixon did, then we will have to 
make new calculations.”

Recently, I gave you some 
information on selecting mixed melons. I couldn't 
give you all the details because of limited space, 
so here are more. Some people select mixed 
melons by smell. Cantaloupes have a full, mellow 
aroma when ripe, and the Cranshaw melons have 
a more spicy odor 
Here in the West where the melons are grown, 
we don't have to worry too much about the ma­ 
turity of the melons. Ours are picked at their 
best. Easterners have to look carefully at the stem 
end to decide whether melons have a 'full slip." 
This is where the stem scar is perfectly smooth, 
indicating that the melon was mature and pulled 
easily from the vine Jagged edges would mean 
the melon wasn’t ready when picked and wouldn't 
have the best quality. 
Melon season is far too short as far as our 
family is concerned. The melons provide good 


nutrition (good source of Vitamins A and C) and 
are very filling and satisfying with few calories. 
Half a medium cantaloupe has about 60 calories. 
We can make a meal of this favorite summer 
saiad 


Chicken-Melon Salad 


(Serves 6) 


1 large cantaloupe 
‘/4 cup coarsely chopped nuts 


2 cups diced cooked chicken (toasted almonds or walnuts) 
x/i cup diced celery 
V? cup mayonnaise 


Vi cup seedless grapes 
lettuce leaves 


Remove the 
rind from cantaloupe, 
leaving it 
whole. 
Slice crosswise into 8 rings 
Remove 
seeds. Cut the two end pieces into cubes Mix 
cantaloupe cubes, chicken, celery, nuts, grapes 
and mayonnaise. Chill chicken mix and rings. 
When ready to serve, arrange cantaloupe rings 
on lettuce leaves and fill with chicken salad. 
Garnish with mint or watercress.

The report said the State 
Bar’s existing staff and project­ 
ed needs do not justify the 
additional staff. 
The report, prepared by State 
Auditor Harvey Rose, said the 
bar’s existing rental facilities in 
San Francisco —providing 
space for 25 employees at an 
annual rental cost of $31,000,,is 
also unnecessary. 
The bar association is an 
official part of the judiciary 
branch of government and pri­ 
marily serves as the profession­ 
al regulatory agency for the 
legal profession. 
The report also found: 
That the bar has still not 
developed the specific workload 
standards and statistics needed 
not only to evaluate perform­ 
ance, but also to determine 
future personnel needs. 
That the legal duties of nine 
staff attorneys of the bar could 
be handled by four attorneys, 
and their nonlegal duties could 
be assigned to five legal secre­ 
taries for a salary and benefits 
reduction of about $65.000. 
Recommended that the legis­ 
lature not grant the bar permis­ 
sion to raise annual dues from 
$100 to $145 for veteran mem­ 
bers. 


State's Gas 
Consumption 
Dips In June 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - Gaso­ 
line consumption in California 
was lower in June than it was a 
year ago, the seventh straight 
month that motorists used less 
fuel than in the previous year, 
the state Board of Equalization 
said yesterday. 
The agency said the June 
consumption of 854 million gal­ 
lons was 2.6 per cent lower than 
June, 1973, and down 1.3 per 
cent from May this year. The 
consumption figures are based 
on the volume of the state's 
gasoline tax receipts 
Gasoline consumtpion for the 
second quarter of this year was 
up 14.2 per cent over the first 
quarter, but it was 4.1 per cent 
less than the second three 
months of 1973. 
The board also said the num­ 
ber of gasoline stations has 
dropped sharply in the past 
year. In July, 1974, the state 
had 19.265 stations, down 1,753 
from the 21,018 in existence in 
July, 1973. 
Since consumption was down 
in June, revenue from the gaso­ 
line tax declined from $61.4 
million in May to $59 8 million 
in June, the agency said. 
California’s monthly decline 
in gasoline consumption began 
in December, 1973. 


No Grumman Loan 


WASHINGTON OJPI) - The 
Senate has told the Navy it 
cannot lend $100 million to the 
Grumman Aerospace Corp. of 
Bethpage, N Y., builder of the 
Navy’s new F14 jet fighter. The 
vote yesterday to kill the loan 
was 55 to 35.

MORE ON MELONS 


Recently, I gave you some 
information on selecting mixed melons. I couldn’t 
give you all the details because of limited space, 
so here are more. Some people select mixed 
melons by smell. Cantaloupes have a full, mellow 
aroma when ripe, and the Cranshaw melons have 
a more spicy odor. 
Here in the West where the melons are grown, 
we don’t have to worry too much about the ma­ 
turity of the melons. Ours are picked at their 
best. Easterners have to look carefully at the stem 
end to decide whether melons have a "full slip." 
This is where the stem scar is perfectly smooth, 
indicating that the melon was mature and pulled 
easily from the vine. Jagged edges would mean 
the melon wasn't ready when picked and wouldn't 
have the best quality. 
Melon season is far too short as far as our 
family is concerned. The melons provide good 


nutrition (good source of Vitamins A and C) and 
are very filling and satisfying with few calories. 
Half a medium cantaloupe has about 60 calories. 
We can make a meal of this favorite summer 
salad: 
Chicken-Melon Salad 
(Serves 6) 


1 large cantaloupe 
x/t cup coarsely chopped nuts 


2 cups diced cooked chicken (toasted almonds or walnuts) 


Vi cup diced celery 
>/? cup mayonnaise 


'/« cup seedless grapes 
lettuce leaves 


Remove the rind from cantaloupe, leaving it 
whole. Slice crosswise into 8 rings 
Remove 
seeds. Cut the two end pieces into cubes. Mix 
cantaloupe cubes, chicken, celery, nuts, grapes 
and mayonnaise. Chill 
chicken mix and rings. 
When ready to serve, arrange cantaloupe rings 
on lettuce leaves and 
fill with chicken salad. 
Garnish with mint or watercress.

Expansion Of] 
Bar Offices | 
Is Opposed \ 


SACRAMENTO ÍUPD - A 
legislative audit committee ree- 
ommended yesterday that, a 
proposed $2 million expansion 
project by the State Bar Asso­ 
ciation be scrapped because ad­ 
ditional space is necessary. 
The 40,000-member bar ear­ 
lier proposed an addition *>f 
42,985 square feet of offijse 
space in its San Francisco 
building at an estimated cost of 
$2 million. 
“ Based on the combined ex­ 
isting space in the San Francis­ 
co and Los Angeles office build­ 
ings 
owned 
by the State 
Bar. . .the expansion is neces­ 
sary,” said Assemblyman Vin­ 
cent Thomas, chairman of the 
Joint Legislative Audit Commit­ 
tee. 
The report said the State 
Bar’s existing staff and project­ 
ed needs do not justify the 
additional staff. 
The report, prepared by State 
Auditor Harvey Rose, said the 
bar’s existing rental facilities in 
San Francisco —providing 
space for 25 employees at an 
annual rental cost of $31,000,. is 
also unnecessary. 
The bar association is an 
official part of the judiciary 
branch of government and pri­ 
marily serves as the profession­ 
al regulatory agency for the 
legal profession. 
The report also found: 
That the bar has still hot 
developed the specific workload 
standards and statistics needed 
not only to evaluate perform­ 
ance, but also to determine 
future personnel needs. 
That the legal duties of nine 
staff attorneys of the bar could 
be handled by four attorneys, 
and their nonlegal duties could 
be assigned to five legal secre­ 
taries for a salary and benefits 
reduction of about $65,000. 
Recommended that the legis­ 
lature not grant the bar permis­ 
sion to raise annual dues from 
$100 to $145 for veteran mem­ 
bers. 


State's Gas 
Consumption 
Dips In June 


SACRAMENTO ÍAP) - Gaso­ 
line consumption in California 
was lower in June than it was a 
year ago, the seventh straight 
month that motorists used less 
fuel than in the previous year, 
the state Board of Equalization 
said yesterday. 
The agency said the June 
consumption of 854 million gal­ 
lons was 2.6 per cent lower than 
June, 1973, and down 1.3 per 
cent from May this year. The 
consumption figures are based 
on the volume of the state’s 
gasoline tax receipts. 
Gasoline consumtpion for the 
second quarter of this year was 
up 14.2 per cent over the first 
quarter, but it was 4.1 per cent 
less than the second three 
months of 1973. 
The board also said the num­ 
ber of gasoline stations has 
dropped sharply in the past 
year. In July, 1974, the state 
had 19,265 stations, down 1,753 
from the 21,018 in existence in 
July, 1973. 
Since consumption was down 
in June, revenue from the gaso­ 
line tax declined from $61.4 
million in May to $59 8 million 
in June, the agency said.

Urban Homemakers Have 
Tie To Rural Farm Wife 


For the country wife of days 
gone by. the pantry shelf held 
the pride and satisfaction that 
comes from a season of hard 
labor and a successful harvest. 
Although the canning process 
eventually became comm ercial­ 
ized. canning food at home has 
regained its importance. What 
was both a necessity and a 
source of satisfaction to the 
rural farm wife and gardener is 
now providing urban homemak­ 
ers with the same sense of 
accomplishment. 
Canning fresh fruits and veg­ 
etables captures the natural 
tastes of sum m er and allows 
you to enjoy them long after the 
crowing season is over Wheth­ 
er you harvest your own or rely 
on the local farm ers m arket, 
canning food is a do-it-yourself 
project to be proud of. 
Home canning is foolproof if 
a few simple techniques are 
followed 
When choosing ingredients 
for canning rem em ber to select 
only the firmest fruits and veg­ 
etables free from bruises. 
It's e a sie r to can a few 
pounds of fruits and vegetables 
at a time rather than attem pt­ 
ing to do a farmhouse batch. 
Wash and rinse canning jars 
or sterilize 10 minutes if the 
jars are not to be processed in 
a water bath. 
To insure that fresh jam s and 
jellies are kept free from mold, 
seal with paraffin or process in 
a water bath for 10-15 minutes. 
When processing canning jars 
in a water bath, be sure to 
follow the indicated recipe 
times carefully. 
A fter processing, the ja rs 
should be cooled then checked 


to test the seal. 
(Press the 
center of the lid down firmly 
and if it does not pop up, the jar 
is sealed.) 
A fter c a re fu lly fo llo w in g 
th ese steps, your com plete 
home canning job has been 
accomplished and you can store 
your preparations (at 70 de­ 
grees or lower in dark, dry 
place) knowing that your family 
can enjoy fresh natural foods 
all through the vear. 
CALICO CARROT RELISH 
20 medium-size carrots, pared 
1 large sweet green peppers, 
quartered and seeded 
4 large sweet red peppers, 
quartered and seeded 
6 large onions, 
peeled and 
quartered 
14 cups sugar 
2 tbls. salt 
1 tbls. dry mustard 
2 cups cider vinegar 
Using a coarse disc, grind 
c a rro ts, peppers and onions 
with a food grinder. Place in­ 
gredients in electric boiling pot 
or boiling water. Add rem ain­ 
ing ingredients. Heat to boil at 
225 degrees. Cover and bring to 
a boil, then sim m er 20 minutes.

Add lemons and sugar. Heat to 
225 degrees. Cook and stir until 
boiling. Reduce heat to sim m er, 
cover and cook until thickened 
and clear, about 40 to 50 min­ 
utes. Ladle into hot canning 
jars,

1/2 inch head­ 
space Seal. Process in a boil­ 
ing w ater bath 10 minutes.

Good quality com-on-the-cob 
is tender and sweet. Kernels 
may be yellow or white, says

Look for kernels that are 
plump, but not too large, and 
that cover the cob well. Yellow 
corn of bright (not deep) color 
and white com that is really 
white is best. 
Husks that look fresh and 
have a good green color, not 
dried or yellow, is also a good­ 
ness tip Be sure that silk ends 
are free from decay or worm 
injury.

Melt and draw 
butter. Brush pastry with fatty 
part of butter. Lay 4 lbs. of 
Filo on top of first layer and 
brush with butter, then sprinkle 
nuts over.

Baklava may be served with 
topping of honey or hot syrup 
To make hot syrup: Pour 3 
cups of w ater into sauce pan 
and add 2 lbs. of sugar.

Freezing 
Peaches 
Is Simple 


Winter doesn’t mean that you 
can ’t have the sum m er taste of 
peaches with your meals. 
Freezing peaches is simpler 
than canning 
There’s no hot 
stove to stand over, no stirring, 
and no sterilizing. A great way 
to freeze peach halves for use 
later for individual servings is 
to dip peeled, halved peaches 
into syrup, and freeze on a 
cookie sheet. When frozen, pop 
the peaches in plastic bags, 
then they’re ready for use one 
at a time as you need them. 
Peaches frozen in a syrup or 
other liquid will keep for about 
a year in the freezer and up to 
three months in your refrigera­ 
tor frozen food com partm ent. 
Sun-dried peaches are best if 
allow ed to m ellow about 2 
weeks before eatin g . When 
stored in the refrigerator or 
freezer, they’ll keep for at least 
a year. 


Elaborate Looking Classic 
That A Novice Can Make 


Don’t be intimidated by its 
name Supreme deVolaille aux 
A rtichaux is sim ply baked 
chicken breasts with artichoke 
sauce and it is delicious. 
The directions are simple and 
even a novice cook can prepare 
this elaborate-looking French 
classic with little trouble. 
This dish begins with its 
sauce . .. saute shallots, stir in 
flour and gradually add French 
dry white wine and cream. Stir 
in the canned French artichoke 
bottoms — fresh tarragon if you 
can find it, and salt and pepper. 
Pour into a baking pan and 
prepare the chicken breasts. 
The rest of the meal can be 
as simple, and just as French. 
A green salad may accompany 
the chicken or be served, 
French style, as a separate 
course to follow. Of course, you 
will need a loaf of cru sty 


F rench bread. F or d essert, 
fruit and an assortm ent of fine 
French cheeses wind up the 
meal in rousing fashion.

Califo rnian, Mrs. Sanbo rn has 
stro ng Marin ties, dating fro m 
her childho o d when she spent 
summers in Mill Valley o r Sau- 
salito She is a graduate o f the 
Co llege o f Marin. 
Mrs. Sanbo rn trav eled to Vir­ 
ginia to prepare fo r the two - 
v o lume wo rk o n Ro bert E. Lee 
which first bro ught her pro min­ 
ence as an histo rian. In 19 68 she 
was awarded the Califo rnia Lit­ 
erature Medal fo r no nfictio n fo r 
the series by the Co mmo n­ 
wealth Club Such awards are 
g iv en annually to Califo rnia 
writers.

Mrs. Sanborn has 
strong Marin ties, dating from 
her childhood when she spent 
sum m ers in Mill Valley or Sau- 
salito She is a graduate of the 
College of Marin.

and unification of the United 
States by railroad, Mrs. San­ 
born said Captain John Sutter, 
John C. Fremont.

Mark Twain, and the Donner 
party who played major roles 
in C a lifo rn ia ’s history, a re 
closely associated with the riv­ 
er. 


Lotta 
C rabtree, the singer 
and d a n c e r who en te rta in e d 
miners camped along the gold- 
rich river is a favorite charac­ 
ter of M rs. Sanborn. “ My 
grandfather was the first one to 
tell me about the men in the 
audience who adm ired h er, 
showering her with gold pieces. 
He had come to California in 
the early days and recalled 
seeing L otta’s mother pick up 
all the gold pieces very careful­ 
ly.” she reminisced. 


Of her working habits, Mrs. 
Sanborn said, “ Writing is or­ 
ganized work, just like anything 
else. 
You 
have to discipline 
yourself I leave the breakfast 
dishes in the sink and begin 
writing in the morning, working 
until midafternoon. Then I try 
to get outdoors, to walk or work 
in the garden.”

Aug. 19 is the 
official publication date of the 
American River book. Sept. 19 
she will talk about her book at 
a program on California in the 
Supervisors Chambers of the 
Civic Center.

Francis San­ 
born, an accountant, is also a 
history buff, with emphasis on 
his native New England They 
have a son, David Sanborn, who 
is a San Anselm o resid en t.

Mrs. Sanborn hopes that 
one day they will be able to 
work together, as author and 
illustrator of a book.

The decision by the college 
Board of Trustees to open a 
second child care facility came 
after reviewing a survey of 
women wishing to return to 
school. Of the 936 women sur­ 
veyed recently through the ef­ 
forts of the Women’s Educa­ 
tional Re-Entry Program at the 
college, it was found that there 
were 280 children of prospective 
students who would need some 
sort of child care. 
Inez d’Arcy Heckman of the 
re-entry program said the num­ 
ber has risen since the survey 
was taken. 
To enter the child in the center, 
parents must qualify in term s 
of income, said Mrs Heckman 
Many of those interested in the 
program are single heads of the 
family, or the “ working poor,” 
she said, who work 40 hours a 
week at a salary of approxi­ 
mately $100 a week 
Most of the “ working poor.”

child care for the spring semes­ 
ter. 
For those on welfare or in 
extrem e financial difficulty, the 
re-entry program will process 
their applications immediately. 
Applicants are approved by 
the county schools using social 
welfare guidelines. 
For the working single par­ 
ent, Mrs. Heckman said they 
are attem pting to “track them 
into night classes” until the 
child is older Four-fifth of the 
women who fall into this cate­ 
gory, she added, said they have 
to continue working to support 
their family.

day.” These figures, she said, 
still shock her. 
Dr. Keller said that she con­ 
sidered having children a “ so­ 
cial habit in a large part . . .

Don Schwartz, our BBB 
president, advises prospective 
clients to use caution in these- 
types of weight reduction pro­ 
gram s. He suggests that they 
should consider consulting their 
own physicians before entering 
into an HCG weight loss treat­ 
ment. 
The (San Francisco) Better 
Business Bureau recently com­ 
pleted an investigation of such 
plans using HCG injections, the 
latest fat-fighting fad. 
In the past few months, more 
than 100 "m edical weight loss” 
clinics have sprung up in Cali­ 
fornia alone Advertised as doc­ 
tor-owned and doctor-operated,

tions of HCG and a 500-calories- 
a-day diet. Officials emphasize 
that HCG is approved by the 
Food and Drug Administration. 
However, they do not further 
qualify that it is not approved 
for a weight loss program . 
Both the American Medical 
Association and the California 
Medical Association have pub­ 
lished position papers in opposi­ 
tion to the use of HCG in the 
treatm ent of obesity. According 
to Dr. John Kane, University of 
California Medical Center, sev­ 
eral controlled medical studies 
have been made in this field, 
which showed that HCG was no 
more effective than an injection 
of saline (salt) solution, a place­ 
bo, in weight loss. A properly 
applied diet would accomplish 
the sam e loss and obviate the 
expense to the patient of the 
questionable services of the 
drug program.

Sonoma Wins Partial Victory 
In Property Assessment Battle 


I-J Special Report 
SANTA ROSA — Sonoma 
County has won a partial victo­ 
ry over a state ruling on the 
county’s property assessment 
roll, according to County Asses­ 
sor Ernest L. Comalli. 


The State Board of Equaliza­ 
tion, which earlier said Sonoma 
County was improperly assess­ 
ing private property at only 22.8 
per cent of fair market value, 
revised the figure to 23.4 per 
cent after Comalli was given an 
appeals hearing last week. 


The seemingly trivial techni­ 
cality means a saving of about 
$354,000 this year to local prop­ 
erty owners because the ratio 
change means the state must 
pay a larger share of local 
education costs under the so- 
called Collier formula. The 
state’s goal is to have all coun­ 
ties assess property at 25 per 
cent of market value. 
Had the county achieved this, 
the state would have had to 
pump even more equalization 
money into school district cof­ 
fers. Comalli admitted. He said 
he doesn’t know exactly what 
the extra amount would have 
been under the complicated 
Collier formula. 


The theory is that counties 
that are assessed too low let the 
local taxpayer off too lightly 
unless the state reduces its 
subventions and forces local 
agencies to hike their property 
tax rates, Comalli explained. 
Statewide average for county 
assessments this year is 24.1 
per cent of fair market value, 
he reported. 
Comalli successfully chal­ 
lenged a sampling of Sonoma 
County market values by the 
state board’s aides, showing 
their figures failed to consider 
unusual economic conditions in­ 
cluding relatively large unem­ 
ployment insurance collections 
by county residents, a large 
number of students in first 
through eighth grades and oth-

9.8 per cent — in the utility roll 
just now being compiled in Sac­ 
ramento, due to reach the coun­ 
ty late this week. 
Any county that misses the 
statewide nonutility roll aver­ 
age by more than 4 percentage 
points is arbitrarily reassessed 
by ike state, Comalli said. This 
would apply to any county as­ 
sessing less than 20 per cent or 
more than 29 per cent of fair 
market value.

Sonoma Wins Partial Victory 
In Property Assessment Battle 


I-J Special Report 
SANTA ROSA — Sonoma 
County has won a partial victo­ 
ry over a state ruling on the 
county’s property assessment 
roll, according to County Asses­ 
sor Ernest L. Comalli. 
The State Board of Equaliza­ 
tion, which earlier said Sonoma 
County was improperly assess­ 
ing private property at only 22.8 
per cent of fair market value, 
revised the figure to 23.4 per 
cent after Comalli was given an 
appeals hearing last week. 
The seemingly trivial techni­ 
cality means a saving of about 
$354,000 this year to local prop­ 
erty owners because the ratio 
change means the state must 
pay a larger share of local 
education costs under the so- 
called Collier form ula. The 
state’s goal is to have all coun­ 
ties assess property at 25 per 
cent of market value. 
Had the county achieved this, 
the state would have had to 
pump even more equalization 
money into school district cof­ 
fers, Comalli admitted. He said 
he doesn’t know exactly what 
the extra amount would have 
been under the com plicated 
Collier formula. 


The theory is that counties 
that are assessed too low let the 
local taxpayer off too lightly 
unless the state reduces its 
subventions and forces local 
agencies to hike their property 
tax rates, Comalli explained. 
Statewide average for county 
assessments this year is 24.1 
per cent of fair market value, 
he reported. 
Comalli successfully chal­ 
lenged a sampling of Sonoma 
County market values by the 
state board’s aides, showing 
their figures failed to consider 
unusual economic conditions in­ 
cluding relatively large unem­ 
ployment insurance collections 
by county residents, a large 
num ber of students in first 
through eighth grades and oth-

There Are Politicians 
— And Few Statesmen 


There are politicians, and 
f ‘7 there are a few statesmen. 
Politicians look ou t for them­ 
s e l v e s . Statesmen look ou t for 
what they believ e to be the 
pu blic interest. 
We may differ v iolently with 
.„-the v iews of statesmen; bu t we 
> respect them. Self-serv ing poli­ 
t i c i a ns forfeit ou r respect. 


ONE WHO FALLS in the 
class o f statesman — thou gh 
we hav e often differed with him 
* — is Sen. Barry M. Goldwater 
o f Arizona. Not for nothing is 
Goldwater k nown as “ the con­ 
science of the Senate.” 
The other day , he proposed a 
direct attack on inflation that 
wou ld set an ex ample for the 
nation. 
Cu t all federal salaries 10 per 
cent, beginning with the presi­ 
dent’s and going right on down 
the line, su ggested Goldwater. 
This wou ld inclu de senators’ 
salaries, and ev en the pay of 
what Goldwater referred to as 
“my pet, the military .” 
Since salaries represent a 
large share of the federal bu dg­ 
et, su ch a cu t w'ou ld help to 
bring the bu dget into line. And 
u ntil the federal gov ernment 
q u its ov erspending its income, 
there is little hope of cu rbing 
inflation. 


SENATOR GOLDWATER S 
proposal, howev er, is not lik ely 
to get far. becau se most of the 
lawmak ers in Washington are 
mere politicians rather than 
statesmen — ju st lik e most of 
those in ou r state Senate in 
Sacramento.

California Air Resou rces Board regu la­ 
tions req u ire not only installation of the 
nitrou s ox ide smog dev ice.

The docu ment can be obtained only 
from an installer licensed by the state 
Bu reau of Au tomotiv e Repair. He will 
fasten a stick er to the car’s windshield 
that will notify CHP officers that the 
work has been done.

WASHINGTON — Ha v e no do ubt a bo ut 
it, the recov ery o f the na tio n’s po ise a nd 
peace is going 
to come 
fa ster tha n 
any one dared ho pe. 
The great danger wa s that Richard 
Nix on wou ld remov e himself from the 
presidency in the image of an inju red 
m arty r who had done no wrong and that, 
withou t a Senate trial and v erdict, the 
div isiv e tu rmoil ov er Watergate wou ld 
continu e to poison the political life of the 
cou ntry . 
Bu t that which many feared most —- 
that resignation wou ld continu e a lacerat­ 
ing controv ersy rather than terminate it 
— is not, it appears, going to come u pon 
u s. 
These are the reasons: 
1 — Mr. Nix on resigned with grace and 
withou t bitterness, and it is amply ev i­ 
dent that the Congress and the cou ntry 
want to close the book withou t fu rther 
ado ov er impeachment. 
2 — There is no basis for bitter-end 
Nix on su pporters to claim or to feel that 
he was u nju stly , u nfairly or peremptorily - 
hou nded ou t of the White Hou se on 
u nprov ed charges. There is no v alid basis 
for continu ed debate on this score be­ 
cau se Mr. Nix on himself has admitted 
enou gh responsibility for his own down­ 
fall so that the issu e is settled with 
finality . 
3 — The cou ntry is fortu nate to hav e 
President Gerald Ford as Mr. Nix on’s 
su ccessor becau se his transcendent forte 
is reconciliation. He is the v ery embodi­ 
ment of reconciliation and goodwill and 
decency . The leaders of Congress are 
responding to that spirit of u nity with 
ev ident sincerity . Most Americans will 
respond the same way . 


I BELIEVE that Richard Nix on has 
done his part in stepping down in a 
manner which su fficiently accepts the 
v erdict of Congress to v ote for his 
remov al if he had not remov ed himself. 
That’s enou gh. 
He doesn’t hav e to 
grov el — and he didn't. He wou ldn’t k now 
how-. 
Bu t he did affirm that he had commit­ 
ted ‘ wrong” acts He did affirm that he 
decided to resign becau se he had "lost so 
mu ch of his political base” in Congress 
that he cou ld not gov ern effectiv ely . This 
was only another way of say ing that his 
defense against impeachment had cru m­ 
bled and that his resignation was ju st one 
step ahead of the v erdict the Senate was 
abou t to bring in. 
He did more than that. In the state­ 
ment released by the White Hou se after 
mak ing pu blic the Ju ne 23 tapes, Mr. 
Nix on admitted that he had committed 
acts cited in the articles of impeachment. 
He affirmed that he had acted to abort 
the Watergate inv estigation six day s 
after the break -in and that, as the first 
step toward cov eru p. he had directed that 
the FBI not go fu rther into the case. 


THIS ASSESSMENT of Mr. Nix on’s 
Watergate 
role is not the su bjectiv e 
ju dgment of some reporter nor is it the 
interpretation of ihe special prosecu tor or 
of the Hou se Ju diciary Committee. It is 
Mr. Nix on’s own assessment of what he 
did. 
Becau se this is Mr. Nix on’s v erdict, the 
Senate does not 
need to render its v er­ 
dict. It is a v erdict which can and shou ld 
be accepted as final. 


Now we can begin to bind u p the 
wou nds of the nation by look ing ahead, 
not back ward.

By ERNEST B. FURGURSON 
WASHINGTON — In all the oratory of 
these past week s, the homespu n William 
Hu ngate may hav e laid ou t the situ ation 
besi for his own constitu ents in the Little 
Dix ie bottom lands of Missou ri and for 
v oters in the cou ntry at large. 
“Su ppose,” be said as the Hou se Ju di­ 
ciary Committee began that fatefu l week 
of 
impeachment proceedings,” . . .su p­ 
pose y ou r may or approv ed a plan by 
which the chief of y ou r city ’s police 
departm ent cou ld illegally tap y ou r 
phone, open y ou r mail, and bu rglarize 
y ou r apartment. Su ppose y ou r may or 
withheld k nowledge of a bu rglary from a 
local ju dge try ing a case in which that 
k nowledge was cru cially important 
He su pposed a cou ple more times, and 
his point was strong and clear: The 
President of the United States shou ld be 
held to moral and legal standards at least 
as high as those binding a small-town 
politician. 


NOW THAT THAT particu lar President 
is no longer in office, the corollary to 
Hu ngate’s point cou ld be an eq u ally 
important, u nintentional contribu tion by 
the Nix on administration to the nation’s 
fu tu re: Small-town politicians shou ld be 
held to standards ju st as high as those set 
for presidents. 
Howev er, there is a series of ifs to be 
crossed before either of those lessons is 
bu rned deeply enou gh into the national 
consciou sness. 
If ou r recently so-highly -praised sy s­ 
tem fu nctions properly , it will follow 
throu gh to hold Mr. Nix on accou ntable 
for his misdeeds ju st as objectiv ely as if 
he were a cou nty ex ecu tiv e cau ght tak ing 
contractors’ pay offs, or a ju v enile delin­ 
q u ent who lied in an au to theft case. 
If the first reaction of many congress­ 
men and others here to his farewell 
remark s is any determinant, he will not 
be allowed to retire u nrepentant to the 
San Clemente su nshine, to sit protected 
by the tax pay ers' Secret Serv ice agents 
in his resort improv ed with tax pay ers’ 
money , drawing $60,000 of that money 
y early while others on the near periphery 
of his scandals are somewhere serv ing 
time. 
So if he goes u nprosecu ted while 
hu ndreds of thou sands of other Ameri­ 
cans who nev er stood on the steps of the 
capitol and took the solemn constitu tional 
oath from the chief ju stice are indicted 
and tried for their obscu re priv ate offen­ 
ses. it will not be by any ov erwhelming 
national consensu s. 
Nor will this whole long and painfu l 
ex perience hav e serv ed the pu rpose we 
ex pected from it when we said that the 
agony w'ou ld mak e u s more self-respect­ 
fu l afterward.

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Old Ship Will Ride Anchor 
At Petaluma Adobe Fiesta

A husky Israeli soldier who 
was blinded last October in the 
war with Egypt is learning to 
walk with confidence again on 
city streets in San Rafael, a 
black Labrador leading the 
way. 
On Saturday at 2:30 p.m., he 
will be among the 15 members 
of class no. 297 to graduate 
from Guide Dogs School for the 
Blind in San Rafael. 
Reuven Perach, 29-year-old 
former truck driver, is the first 
Israeli and one of few foreign­ 
ers to train at the school on Los 
Ranchitos Road. Walking with 
his dog Kirby he finds simple, 
but speaking English instead of 
his native Hebrew makes him 
stumble. 
Ten months ago Perach was 
driving a “little open tank with 
soldiers” for the Israeli army 
on the Egyptian side of the Suez 
Canal when a bomb struck. 
Shrapnel peppered his eyes, 
face and left hand, costing a 
finger and his sight. Scar tissue 
now laces his face. 
Perach spent two months in a 
Tel Aviv hospital. 
“ Doctor operated, took out 
many pieces in my eyes,” he 
said haltingly. “Now doctor no 
can help.” 
He leaned to pat Kirby while 
waiting in the Guide Dog sta­ 
tion at Second and D streets to 
take his instruction. 
Perach could walk tapping a 
white cane for the rest of his 
life or choose to come to the 
United States to train with a 
guide dog. The Israel govern­ 
ment paid the travel bill for 
him and his wife. 
The Israeli said that his gov­ 
ernment helps all blinded sol­ 
diers who want guide dogs but 
previously all have gone to New 
York or Michigan schools for 
training. 
“Some people said, ‘Go with 
the cane.’ I said, ‘Yes, to be 
good with the cane will take 10 
years. With dog — one month',” 
he said. 
Perach is confident that after 
graduation he will feel quite 
comfortable walking in busy 
Tel Aviv with his dog. 
He and his wife, whom he 
met on his home kibbutz near 
Tiberias in northern Israel, 
flew to San Francisco three 
weeks ago. 
She is staying with the Gide­ 
on Sorokins, who speak He­ 
brew, at their Novato home 
while Peruch lives at the train­ 
ing school. The two Perach 
daughters, aged 4 and 3, are 
cared for by Perach’s mother 
and friends on the kibbutz. 
Perach, too, said he feels a 
little isolated. Blind for just 10 
months, he must rely on his 
ears, straining to make out a 
foreign tongue which he began 
to study just before his trip to 
San Rafael. 
“ It is very hard now. I must 
listen good Others not see for 
five, 10, 20 years," he said, 
indicating the other more expe­ 
rienced blind trainees seated 
nearby. The guide dog training 
lectures are another hurdle to 
him.

New Study 
Of Inmate 
Unrest Hit 


A group of prison reform 
organizations today criticized a 
new study of inmate violence in 
California prisons as recom­ 
mending “the same old carrot 
and stick.” 
In a press conference in San 
R afael, the o rg an izatio n s 
scored the recently released 
report of the Department of 
C orrections’ Task Force To 
Study Violence for failing to 
recommend abolishing the inde­ 
terminate sentence. 
The spokesmen for the groups 
said that the indeterminate sen­ 
tence and the state’s parole 
structure 
are 
among 
the 
“amjor causes of violence,” a 
conclusion not reached in the 
study. 
The organizations called for 
an ombudsmen’s office for pris­ 
oners, which would be responsi­ 
ble to a board composed of 
exconvicts, retired prison offi­ 
cials and private citizens ap­ 
pointed by the state Legisla­ 
ture. 
Organizations represented at 
the press conference were Pris­ 
oners Union Committee for 
Prisoner Humanity and Justice, 
Prisoners Union, Prison Vis- 
tors, Vacaville Prison Project 
and Volunteers Legal Desk.

Pay Hikes Approved 
In Petaluma Schools 


The Petaluma Board of Edu 
cation last night quickly ap­ 
proved an advisory commit­ 
tee’s recommendation that all 
Petaluma High School District 
employees receive an 8 per cent 
pay raise now and up to 2 per 
cent more later this year if the 
district receives more income 
than predicted in the budget. 
The initial raise will add 
$520,000 to the payroll. The lat­ 
er raise could add another 
$130,000 to the paychecks of the 
d istrict’s teaching and non­ 
teaching staff, according to 
Supt. Lesly H. Meyer. 


Open Space 
Plan Loses 
In Sausalito 


A $1.5 million open space 
bond issue proposed for the 
November ballot in Sausalito 
failed again last night to re­ 
ceive the required four votes 
from the four-m em ber city 
council, which launched a last 
ditch effort for a compromise 
measure. 
Councilman Sally Stanford, 
who successfully blocked ap­ 
proval of the m easure last 
week, continued her opposition 
to the proposal, which would 
give councilmen a $1.5 million 
"blank check” to buy any of the 
20 parcels recommended for 
purchase by a citizens’ open 
space committee. 
“ I think it’s wrong,” Miss 
Stanford declared. She said she 
will not vote for a bond issue 
unless it lists all the specific 
properties proposed for pur­ 
chase, along with their estimat­ 
ed costs. 
This will give residents the 
chance to choose the pieces of 
property they want to buy, she 
said. 
Councilmen Robin Sweeny 
and Violeta Autumn were asked 
to find out the estimated prices 
for the land recommended for 
purchase in an effort to ham­ 
mer out a compromise proposal 
which will be considered next 
Tuesday. 
But city hall observers held 
little hope that a compromise 
could be worked out in such 
short time. And so it appears 
that an open space ballot mea­ 
sure will have to wait until 
elections next March. 
Opposing the “shopping list” 
plan recommended by Miss 
Stanford is Mrs. Autumn. She 
said last night that a measure 
in such form would divide votes 
and result in none of the prop­ 
erties gaining the two-thirds 
majority needed for passage. 
In addition, she said, to 
change the open space proposal 
at this point would be to undo 
the months of work by two 
citizen com m ittees. “ I don’t 
think that would be wise,” she 
said. 
Supporting Miss Stanford’s 
position was the Sausalito Citi­ 
zens 
Council. Representative 
Robert Squires reported that 
the group's board of directors 
has unanimously opposed an 
open space measure that would 
leave to the council’s discretion 
the properties to be bought. 
Saying that “we are a highly 
divided and bitter community," 
form er Councilman Stephen 
Fraser suggested that the coun­ 
cil limit the November bond 
issue to one parcel, Cypress 
Ridge, 
which a 
majority of 
residents seem to support for 
open space. 
“Then we would no longer 
have open space purchases 
spread throughout the city,” 
replied Mrs. Autumn, declining 
to endorse Fraser's suggestion. 
The Sausalito City Council 
also: 
CASA MADRONA - Asked 
for an ordinance designating 
the aged Casa Madrona Hotel a 
historical landmark. Discussion 
of a committee recommenda­ 
tion that the earthslide-threat- 
ened building be vacated by 
Sept. 15 was continued until 
next Tuesday. 
VIDEO — Agreed to consider 
a proposal by the Marin Com­ 
munity Video Association that 
council sessions, or portions of 
council sessions, be videotaped 
for broadcast in the community 
via cable television. 
ADJOURNED — Adjourned 
until 8 p.m Tuesday in council 
chambers.

Approval for a child-care nur­ 
sery in a residence in Green- 
brae was granted unanimously 
last night by the Larkspur 
Planning Commission after 
some 50 persons turned out to 
endorse or protest the proposal.

Peculiar 
Water Taste 
Is Harmless 


A peculiar taste in Marin 
Municipal Water District water 
in Southern Marin and part of 
the Ross Valley is both harm­ 
less and temporary, a district 
spokesman said today. 
The “musty, moldy, earthy” 
taste is caused by blue-green 
algae, known as Arthrospira 
Jenneri, growing on the sides of 
the district’s Bon Tempe reser­ 
voir, according to James T. 
Famkopf, manager of water 
treatment and distribution. 
He said the district is work­ 
ing to eliminate the algae by 
treating the reservoir with cop­ 
per sulfate. The unpleasant fla­ 
vor should be gone in about a 
week. 
The plants and the treatment 
will not make the water un­ 
drinkable, Famkopf said. 
Affected by the algae-fla- 
vored 
water are all district 
customers in Southern Marin 
and those in Kent Woodlands, 
Ross and parts of San Anselmo.

her the baby sitter “ had walked

There Are Politicians 
— And Few Statesmen 


There are politicians, and 
there are a few statesmen. 
Politicians look out for them­ 
s e lv e s . Statesmen look out for 
what they believe to be the 
public interest. 
We may differ violently with 
:vthe views of statesmen; but we 
>i*espect them. Self-serving poli­ 
tic ia n s forfeit our respect. 


ONE WHO FALLS in the 
class of statesman — though 
£ we have often differed with him 
*— is Sen. Barry M. Goldwater 
of Arizona. Not for nothing is 
Goldwater known as “the con­ 
science of the Senate.” 
The other day, he proposed a 
direct attack on inflation that 
would set an example for the 
nation. 
Cut all federal salaries 10 per 
cent, beginning with the presi­ 
dent's and going right on down 
the line, suggested Goldwater. 
This would include senators’ 
salaries, and even the pay of 
what Goldwater referred to as 
“my pet, the military.” 
Since salaries represent a 
large share of the federal budg­ 
et, such a cut would help to 
bring the budget into line. And 
until the federal government 
quits overspending its income, 
there is little hope of curbing 
inflation. 


SENATOR GOLDW ATER'S 
proposal, however, is not likely 
to get far, because most of the 
lawmakers in Washington are 
mere politicians rather than 
statesmen — just like most of 
those in our state Senate in 
Sacramento. 
A majority of state senators 
proved it last week by revers-

ing a former vote to pass a bill 
(SB 1745) by Sen. Dennis E. 
Carpenter, R-Newport Beach, 
raising the salaries of the top 
seven elected state officials by 
approximately 20 per cent. 
When he introduced this bill 
last February, Carpenter justi­ 
fied it by pointing out that pay 
of some non-elected state offi­ 
cials had been allowed to over­ 
take salaries of the governor, 
secretary of state, etc. His 
“solution” was not to cut the 
salaries that had risen too high. 
It was to raise the pay of the 
elected officers. 
Carpenter’s “solution” drew 
some sharp calldowns from 
taxpayers and editors. The 
state Senate backed off. But 
last Friday, it put through the 
hikes. 
“ What’s the m atter with us?”

Sen. Ralph C. Dills, D-Gardena. 
“ We run for cover because a 
few newspaper guys have noth­ 
ing to write about. Vote *aye’ 
and teach them a lesson.” 


THIS INTELLECTUAL ap­ 
peal won over enough politi- 
cian-senators to pass the bill 27 
to 9. Among those who switched 
from their former opposition 
was politician Sen. Peter H. 
Behr of Marin. 
Of course, the politicians in 
the state Senate felt some obli­ 
gation to do a bit of back- 
scratching. Governor Reagan 
had put politics before states­ 
manship in signing a bill which 
raised the senators’ pay, begin­ 
ning next year.

CHP Will Not Crack Down 
Quickly On Smog Devices

SACRAMENTO - Even after Oct. 1, 
when thousands of California motorists 
already should have nitrous oxide ex­ 
haust emission control devices installed 
on their cars, the California Highway 
Patrol plans to be lenient about enforcing 
the new antipollution law. 
Commissioner W alter Pudinski says 
the 
patrol 
will 
take no enforcement 
actions on the devices until Oct. 1, the 
date when all vehicles of 1966 to 1970

vintage with license plates ending in the 
figure “ 1” are required to be equipped 
with the additional smog control device. 
And even then, Pudinski adds, offend­ 
ers will receive written warnings allow­ 
ing them 15 more days to comply. 


UNDER STATE LAW, autos with the 
final digit “ 1” must install the new smog 
device no later than Sept. 30. Those with 
a final digit of “2” have until Oct. 31. The 
pattern will continue on a monthly basis 
until June 30, 1975. 
California Air Resources Board regula­ 
tions require not only installation of the 
nitrous oxide smog device. The owner 
also m ust obtain a certificate of compli­ 
ance. 
The document can be obtained only 
from an installer licensed by the state 
Bureau of Automotive Repair. He will 
fasten a sticker to the car’s windshield 
that will notify CHP officers that the 
work has been done. 


BUT DONT, Pudinski warned, put it 
off. 
Later in the year, after car owners 
have received information on the new 
program from the D epartm ent of Motor 
Vehicles, which will mail it along with 
renewal forms for 1975 vehicle registra­ 
tions, the CHP will crack down. 
And tickets issued then will require an 
appearance in court.

WASHINGTON - Have no doubt about 
it, the recovery of the nation’s poise and 
peace is going to come faster than 
anyone dared hope. 
The great danger was that Richard 
Nixon would remove himself from the 
presidency in the im age of an injured 
m artyr who had done no wrong and that, 
without a Senate trial and verdict, the 
divisive turmoil over W atergate would 
continue to poison the political life of the 
country. 
But that which many feared most — 
that resignation would continue a lacerat­ 
ing controversy rather than term inate it 
— is not, it appears, going to come upon 
us. 
These are the reasons: 
1 — Mr. Nixon resigned with grace and 
without bitterness, and it is amply evi­ 
dent that the Congress and the country 
want to close the book without further 
ado over impeachment. 
2 — There is no basis for bitter-end 
Nixon supporters to claim or to feel that 
he was unjustly, unfairly or peremptorily 
hounded out of the White House on 
unproved charges. There is no valid basis 
for continued debate on this score be­ 
cause Mr. Nixon himself has admitted 
enough responsibility for his own down­ 
fall so that the issue is settled with 
finality. 
3 — The country is fortunate to have 
President Gerald Ford as Mr. Nixon’s 
successor because his transcendent forte 
is reconciliation. He is the very embodi­ 
ment of reconciliation and goodwill and 
decency. The leaders of Congress are 
responding to that spirit of unity with 
evident sincerity. Most Americans will 
respond the sam e way. 


I BELIEVE that Richard Nixon has 
done his part in stepping down in a 
m anner which sufficiently accepts the 
verdict of Congress to vote for his 
removal if he had not removed himself. 
T hat’s enough. He doesn’t have to 
grovel — and he didn't. He wouldn’t know 
how. 
But he did affirm that he had comm it­ 
ted "w rong” acts. He did affirm that he 
decided to resign because he had “ lost so 
much of his political base” in Congress 
that he could not govern effectivelj. This 
was only another way of saying that his 
defense against impeachment had crum ­ 
bled and that his resignation was just one 
step ahead of the verdict the Senate was 
about to bring in. 
He did more than that. In the state­ 
ment released by the White House after 
making public the June 23 tapes, Mr. 
Nixon adm itted that he had committed 
acts cited in the articles of im peachment. 
He affirmed that he had acted to abort 
the W atergate investigation six days 
after the break-in and that, as the first 
step toward eoverup, he had directed that 
the FBI not go further into the case. 


THIS ASSESSMENT of Mr. Nixon’s 
W atergate role is not the subjective 
judgm ent of some reporter nor is it the 
interpretation of the special prosecutor or 
of the House Judiciary Committee. It is 
Mr. Nixon’s own assessm ent of what he 
did. 
Because this is Mr. Nixon’s verdict, the 
Senate does not need to render its ver­ 
dict. It is a verdict which can and should 
be accepted as final. 


Now we can begin to bind up the 
wounds of the nation by looking ahead, 
not backward.

WASHINGTON - In all the oratory of 
these past weeks, the homespun William 
Hungate may have laid out the situation 
best for his own constituents in the Little 
Dixie bottom lands of Missouri and for 
voters in the country at large. 
"Suppose,” he said as the House Judi­ 
ciary Committee began that fateful week 
of 
im peachm ent proceedings,” . . .sup­ 
pose your mayor approved a plan by 
which the chief of your city’s police 
d e p a rtm e n t could illeg ally tap your 
phone, open your mail, and burglarize 
your apartm ent. Suppose your mayor 
withheld knowledge of a burglary from a 
local judge trying a case in which that 
knowledge was crucially im p o rtan t. . . ” 
He supposed a couple more times, and 
his point was strong and clear: The 
President of the United States should be 
held to moral and legal standards at least 
as high as those binding a small-town 
politician. 


NOW THAT THAT particular President 
is no longer in office, the corollary to 
H ungate’s point could be an equally 
im portant, unintentional contribution by 
the Nixon adm inistration to the nation’s 
future: Small-town politicians should be 
held to standards just as high as those set 
for presidents. 
However, there is a series of ifs to be 
crossed before either of those lessons is 
burned deeply enough into the national 
consciousness. 
If our recently so-highly-praised sys­ 
tem functions properly, it will follow 
through to hold Mr. Nixon accountable 
for his misdeeds just as objectively as if 
he were a county executive caught taking 
contractors’ payoffs, or a juvenile delin­ 
quent who lied in an auto theft case. 
If the first reaction of many congress­ 
men and others here to his farewell 
rem arks is any determ inant, he will not 
be allowed to retire unrepentant to the 
San Clemente sunshine, to sit protected 
by the taxpayers’ Secret Service agents 
in his resort improved with taxpayers’ 
money, drawing $60,000 of that money 
yearly w hile others on the near periphery 
of his scandals are somewhere serving 
time. 
So if he goes unprosecuted while 
hundreds of thousands of other Ameri­ 
cans who never stood on the steps of the 
capítol and took the solemn constitutional 
oath from the chief justice are indicted 
and tried for their obscure private offen­ 
ses, it will not be by any overwhelming 
national consensus. 
Nor will this whole long and painful 
experience have served the purpose we 
expected from it when we said that the 
agony would make us more self-respect­ 
ful afterw ard.

WE WELCOME, TOO, Mr Ford’s ap­ 
proach to the press. He has instructed 
cabinet m em bers to be “ affirm ative” in 
their relations with the Fourth Estate 
and for the first time in many years now 
journalists can perform their role of 
critical watchdog on the presidency with­ 
out that unfortunate atm osphere of mu­ 
tual bitterness and recrim inations. 
In short, the nation stands now on the 
threshold of possibility for real leader­ 
ship. Not a leadership which reads the 
public opinion polls and then determ ines 
how to act on a given issue or play a 
certain policy. But a leadership that 
form ulates policies on the basis of the 
highest conceived good and then seeks to 
enlist all segments of society in an 
understanding and execution of those 
policies. 
President Ford may well provide that 
leadership.

WASHINGTON <AP) - Presi­ 
dent Ford likes to get the news 
on his own and reads several 
newspapers each day even 
though White House aides con­ 
tinue to prepare summaries of 
the day's news 


“ He likes to get it on his 
own." said one aide, who added 
that there were no immediate 
plans for the White House com­ 
munications staff to prepare 
daily news summaries as it has 
in the past. 


But the communications of­ 
fice said the daily news sum­ 
maries are still being prepared, 
although there is no word on 
whether Ford actually reads 
them 
Several past presidents, in­ 
cluding President Nix on, pre­ 
ferred to have their communi­ 
cations staffs highlight the 
news for them in an abbreviat­ 
ed daily summary. 
Ford now scans morning 
newspapers in his limousine on 
the l>minute drive from Alex ­ 
andria. Va.. to the White House 
At least three newspapers are 
delivered directly to his door 
step. 
The aide said the* President 
doesn't have much time to 
watch television because he is 
working when the morning and 
evening news shows are on 
Ford is said to be most inter­ 
ested in the Wall Street Jour­ 
nal. The New York Times, The 
Washington Post, the Washing­ 
ton Star-News and two Michi­ 
gan newspapers, the Grand 
Rapids Press and the Detroit 
News.

Salt Lake Scout Suit 


Ruling Is Extended 


SALT LAKE CITY, Utah 
i UPI) — Bo th sides in a civ il 
suit alleging racial discrimina­ 
tio n in Mo rmo n-spo nso red Bo y 
Sco ut Tro o ps hav e agreed to an 
indefinite ex tensio n o f a co urt

The Salt Lake chapter o f the 
Natio nal Asso ciatio n fo r the Ad­ 
v ancement o f Co lo red Peo ple 
and the Bo y Sco uts o f America 
agreed Mo nday a U.S. district 
co urt tempo rary restraining o r­ 
der sho uld remain in effect 
until a final decisio n is reached 
in the case 
No trial date has y et been set 
since bo th sides ho pe to wo rk 
o ut an agreement o utside co urt. 
Chief Federal J udge Willis 
Ritter ex tended the restraining 
o rder he issued Aug. 2 when the 
suit was filed by the Salt Lake 
chapter o f the NAACP o n be­ 
half o f two 12-y ear-o ld Bo y 
Sco uts who were allegedly de­ 
nied the highest leadership po st 
in their tro o ps because they 
were black. 
The suit, filed against the Bo y 
Sco uts’ Natio nal Co uncil, Great 
Salt Lake Co uncil and Tro o p 58, 
alleged the po st o f senio r patro l 
leader in Mo rmo n-spo nso red 
tro o ps co uld be held o nly by a 
deaco n’s quo rum president. 
Since church do ctrine fo rbids 
blacks fro m ho lding its priest­ 
ho o d, 
the po licy 
bans them 
fro m the sco ut po st, the suit 
charged. 
Minutes befo re the suit was 
filed, the Church o f J esus 
Christ o f Latter-day Saints is­ 
sued a po licy change, say ing 
senio r patro l leaders wo uld be 
cho sen in the future so lely o n 
the basis o f their qualificatio ns 
and no t their church po sitio n. 
But the NAACP went ahead 
with the suit, claiming the po li­ 


cy change did no t alter basic 
discriminato ry practices within 
the church. 
Edward W. Cly de, atto rney 
fo r the Bo y Sco uts, to ld a co urt 
hearing Mo nday he did no t 
mind ex tending the tempo rary 
restraining o rder until the case 
is co ncluded. 
“ The Bo y Sco uts o f America 
hav e alway s had a no n-discrim- 
mato ry po licy ,” said Cly de. 
NAACP atto rney s also said 
they had no o bjectio ns to the 
ex tensio n but asked fo r mo re 
specific language dealing with 
alleged practices by the Sco uts 
than was in the tempo rary o r­ 
der. 
The ex tended o rder restrains 
the Sco uts fro m appro v ing 
funds fro m pro grams o perated 
o n a racially discriminato ry ba­ 
sis; maintaining any po licy o r 
custo m which depriv es the 
plaintiffs fro m all adv antages 
o f the Bo y Sco uts; making any 
o ther discriminato ry distinc­ 
tio n; and selecting perso ns fo r 
leadership po sts in a racailly 
discriminato ry manner.

Bill Amended 
To Limit 
Sewer Plan 


I-J Special Report 
SACRAMENTO - A bill that 
will empower the Bay Area 
Sewage Services Agency to 
build a sewage system in Stin­ 
son Beach has been amended to 
limit such a system so it serves 
only “existing development.” 


The measure, AB 3860 by 
Assemblyman John T. Knox, D- 
Richmond, is pending in the 
Assembly. Present law permits 
the agency to build only treat­ 
ment facilities in communities 
that fail to clean up sewage 
pollution. This does not cover 
the situation in Stinson Beach, 
which depends on septic tanks 
and thus has no sewers at all. 
The Knox bill would empower 
the agency also to build sewers. 
The agency is moving toward 
an order that could force the 
community to build a sewage 
sytem without voter approval. 
The Regional Water Quality 
Control board asked the agency 
to step in after Stinson Beach 
voters last March rejected a 
$2.5 million sewage jystem . 
Septic tanks are failing and 
causing health dangers, accord­ 
ing to the board’s staff. 


The community's primary ob­ 
jection to a standard sewage 
system is that it would encour­ 
age growth. The new amend­ 
ment limits the facilities to 
those “ necessary to provide 
service to existing develop­ 
ment.” 


License Law 
For Police 
Is Defeated

SACRAMENTO — Legislation 
to require licensing police offi­ 
cers has been killed by a Senate 
committee. 
The proposal, SB 2408 by Sen.

Salt Lake Scout Suit 
Ruling Is Extended 


SALT LAKE CITY. U tah 
(UPI) — Both sides in a civil 
suit alleging racial discrim ina­ 
tion in Mormon-sponsored Boy 
Scout Troops have agreed to an 
indefinite extension of a court 
order halting such discrim ina­ 
tion. 


The Salt Lake chapter of the 
National Association ior the Ad­ 
vancement of Colored People 
and the Boy Scouts of America 
agreed Monday a U.S. district 
court tem porary restraining or­ 
der should rem ain in effect 
until a final decision is reached 
in the case. 
No trial date has yet been set 
since both sides hope to work 
out an agreem ent outside court. 
Chief Federal Judge Willis 
Ritter extended the restraining 
order he issued Aug. 2 when the 
suit was filed by the Salt Lake 
chapter of the NAACP on be­ 
half of two 12-year-old Boy 
Scouts who were allegedly de­ 
nied the highest leadership post 
in their troops because they 
were black. 
The suit, filed against the Boy 
Scouts’ National Council, Great 
Salt Lake Council and Troop 58, 
alleged the post of senior patrol 
lead e r in M orm on-sponsored 
troops could be held only by a 
deacon’s quorum president. 
Since church doctrine forbids 
blacks from holding its priest­ 
hood, 
the policy 
bans them 
from the scout post, the suit 
charged. 
Minutes before the suit was 
filed, the Church of Jesu s 
Christ of Latter-day Saints is­ 
sued a policy change, saying 
senior patrol leaders would be 
chosen in the future solely on 
the basis of their qualifications 
and not their church position. 
But the NAACP went ahead 
with the suit, claiming the poli­ 


cy change did not alter basic 
discrim inatory practices within 
the church. 
Edward W. G yde, attorney 
for the Boy Scouts, told a court 
hearing Monday he did not 
mind extending the tem porary 
restraining order until the case 
is concluded. 
“The Boy Scouts of America 
have always had a non-discrim- 
inatory policy,” said Clyde. 
NAACP attorneys also said 
they had no objections to the 
extension but asked for more 
specific language dealing with 
alleged practices by the Scouts 
than was in the temporary* or­ 
der. 
The extended order restrains 
the Scouts from approving 
funds from program s operated 
on a racially discrim inatory ba­ 
sis; maintaining any policy or 
custom which dep riv es the 
plaintiffs from all advantages 
of the Boy Scouts; making any 
o th er d iscrim in ato ry d istin c­ 
tion; and selecting persons for 
leadership posts in a racailly 
discrim inatory manner.

Committee 
To Vote On 
No- Fault 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - No­ 
fault autombile insurance, a 
controv ersial proposition affect­ 
ing millions of motorists, will 
be lifted from legislativ e limbo 
and put to a do-or-die commit­ 
tee v ote nex t week, a key law­ 
maker said today . 
After 9 months, Senate Judi­ 
ciary Committee Chairman 
Alfred H. Song, D-Monterey 
Park, said the no-fault v ote will 
come Aug. 20. 
That is the last scheduled 
hearing of the committee be­ 
fore adjournment of the Legis­ 
lature Aug. 31, and the final 
chance for the most widely 
supported no-fault bill in the 
Capitol, a measure (AB50) by 
Assembly man Jack R. Fenton, 
D-Montebello. 
Since the session began in 
1973, the committee has heard 
and rejected other no-fault pro­ 
posals, but taken no action on 
Fenton’s bill because of a lack 
of v otes for approv al. 
Song gav e no indication of 
any shift in committee support, 
but told newsmen, “ We can’t 
let it die like this ” 
Fenton held out, “ Where 
there’s life, there’s hope.” 
Under the no-fault concept, a 
motorist is reimbursed for costs 
and damages by his own insur­ 
ance company regardless of 
who is at fault in an accident 
Fenton’s bill limits the cases 
where a person can go to court 
and sue for higher damages in 
accidents, and would guarantee 
a reduction in insurance prem­ 
iums for the 13 million licensed 
California driv ers.

1550.010 PURPOSE. Condomi­ 
nium ownership of property cre­ 
ates a unique distribution and/or 
aggregation of property rights 
and resp o n sib ilities am ong a 
number of persons which is not 
inherent in other types of proper­ 
ty ownership It is recognized that 
the distribution and aggregation 
can result in a diminution of the 
rights and responsibilities. The 
purpose of this Chapter is to set 
forth condominium development 
standards to insure that such a 
diminution does not occur and to: 
A. 
Encourage quality develop­ 
ment which will not contribute to 
the deterioration of the neighbor­ 
hood. 
B Encourage the provision of a 
variety of ownership types. 
C. 
Encourage a development 
pattern based upon good land 
planning principles. 
D Insure that the conversion of 
existing developments to condom­ 
inium 
ownership 
be consistent 
with the protection of the health, 
safety and general welfare of the 
future occupants of the condomi­ 
nium. 
15.50.020 D EFIN ITIO N S. As 
used in this Chapter, term s are 
defined as follows:

Condominium 
shall 
mean 
any project or development as 
defined by the State of California 
Civil Code Sections 783 and 1350 
and as defined by the State of 
California Business and Profes­ 
sions Code Section 11004. 
B 
R esidential condom inium 
shall mean a condominium pro- 
v iding dwelling units. 
15.50.030 APPLICABILITY All 
condom inium s co n stru cted or 
converted after the effective date 
of this Chapter, shall comply with 
the provisions of this Chapter 
prior to the sale of any condomi­ 
nium unit 
15.50.040 SUBDIVISION MAP. 
All condominiums of two or more 
units shall be subject to Planning 
Commission approval of a subdi­ 
vision map filed in accordance 
with this title 
15 50 050 COMPLIANCE WITH 
ZONING. All condominiums shall 
comply with the provisions of 
Title 14, Zoning, for the zoning 
district in which the condominium 
is located In the event that devel­ 
opment standards stated in Title 
14 conflict with the development 
standards stated in this Chapter, 
the m ore re stric tiv e stan d ard 
shall apply. 
15 50 060 PROPERTY OWNERS 
ASSOCIATION 
A. 
For all condominiums, a 
property owners association shall 
be established by recordation of 
the following. 
<1) Articles of Incorporation of 
the association; 
(2) Declaration of Covenants, 
Conditions and Restrictions. 
(3) By-laws of the association. 
B. 
included in the recorded 
documents specified in “ A” above 
shall be provision for, at least, 
but not limited to, the following: 
<1) Any am endm ent or modifi­ 
cation to the documents, as ap­ 
proved by the City, must have the 
approval of the City prior to 
completion of the am endm ent or 
modification. 
(2) Except where m aintained by 
a public utility agency, all on-site 
property improvements, including 
common areas, vehicular access- 
w ays, 
sew ers, storm d rain s, 
street lighting, and fire preven­ 
tion w ater sy stem s, shall be 
maintained at the expense of the 
Association. The City will be re­ 
sponsible for m aintenance of only 
those facilities located within a 
public right-of-way which have 
been accepted by the City. 
(3) During a one year minimum 
w arran ty period, com m encing 
from the date of the last building 
occupancy perm it issued by the 
City, the developer shall fulfill ail 
responsibilities of the association 
for m aintenance of all facilities 
which may require m aintenance 
during the w arranty period. The 
expiration of the w arranty period 
shall 
not limit or relieve the 
developer from satisfactory per­ 
form ance of any agreem ents exe­ 
cuted with the City. 
<4) In the event that the m ainte­ 
nance responsibilities of the asso­ 
ciation are not fulfilled, the City 
shall have the power to enforce 
such maintenance. In so doing, 
the City may enter and/or repair 
accessways and other improve 
ments when necessary to protect 
the health, safety and general 
welfare of the citizens The City 
shall have the right to recover all 
costs incurred by collection as a 
property tax assessm ent shared 
on a pro rata basis by all parcels 
(5) A sinking fund snail be 
established to tifie satisfaction of 
the City Engineer for the mainte 
nance and repair of all commonly 
owned stru c tu re s, m echanical 
equipment, open space and land­ 
scaped areas. 


<6) The purchaser of a unit shall 
be informed in writing, prior to 
purchase, of insurance which is 
unavailable as a result of con­ 
dominium ownership. The Asso­ 
ciation shall be responsible to 
facilitate insurability when neces­ 
sary. 
if) Each buyer shall sign an 
ackowledgment stating he has 
read the Articles of Incorpora­ 
tion, the By-Laws of the Property 
Owners’ Association and the Con­ 
ditions, Covenants and Restric­ 
tions applying to the develop­ 
ment. 
15 50 070 PRIVATE VEHICU­ 
LAR ACCESSWAYS. 
A. The maximum overall length 
of any deadend private vehicle 
accessway shall be 250 lineal feet 
Private vehicle accessways shall 
be loops rather than cul-de-sacs 
wherever possible. 
B. The minimum curia to curb 
width for private vehicular ac­ 
cessways shall be 24 feet. Where 
right angle parking occurs off the 
accessw ay, a m inim um stall 
length of 24 feet shall be provid­ 
ed 
C Minimum curb face or edge 
of pavement radius shall be 25 
feet for residential condominiums 
and 35 feet for condominiums 
other than residential except for 
“ turn around” facilities, where 
larger radii may be required. 
D An adequate ham m erhead or 
bulb turn around with minimum 
35 foot radius shall be provided at 
the end of all deadend private 
vehicular accessways which have 
overall lengths greater than 125 
feet. 
E. Connections between private 
vehicular accessways and public 
streets shall be by a standard 
commercial driveway connection 
F. The pavem ent stru c tu ra l 
section in private vehicular ac­ 
cessways shall be designed on the 
basis of a calculated Traffic In­ 
dex which in no case shall be less 
than 4.0 and with a ten year 
design life and be constructed 
according to City specifications. 
Under no circum stances shall a 
structural section of less than two 
inches of asphaltic concrete over 
six inches of base m aterial be 
utilized 
G. Vertical concrete curbs and 
gutters or concrete valley gutters 
shall be used where storm w ater 
run-off is involved. Rolled curbs 
shall not be allowed 
H. Sidewalk connections shall 
be provided from the private ve­ 
hicular accessway to the main 
pedestrian walkway system 
I Minimum overhead clearance 
on all private vehicular access­ 
ways shall be 16 feet 
J Plans and specifications for 
all utilities and private vehicle 
accessways shall be subject to the 
approval of the Public Works 
Department. 
K. 
Private vehicular access­ 
ways shall be identified as “ Com­ 
mons 
A sign post to which is 
attached a sign having a size of at 
least 15 inches by 21 inches is to 
be installed at or near the en­ 
trance of each intersection of a 
private vehicular accessway with 
a dedicated public street. The 
name of the aecessway is to be 
placed on this sign in clearly 
legible four inch letters. The sign 
is also to have painted, in at least 
one inch letters ‘‘Private proper­ 
ty. Not dedicated for public use or 
maintained by the City of San 
Rafael ” 
L. Backfill of ail trenches in 
p riv a te v e h ic u la r a c c e s sw a y 
a re a s shall m eet City public 
street standards for trench back­ 
fill Ail work done within private 
vehicular accessways by a utility 
company shall be inspected by 
the responsible utility company to 
a point six inches over the top of 
their facility. All other work in 
the p riv ate vehicle accessw ay 
shall be inspected by the Public 
Works Department 
15.50 080 EASEMENTS. A pub­ 
lic utility easem ent (P.U.E.) shall 
be established over the entire 
private vehicle accessway. The 
easement shall be dedicated to 
the City for public use and the fee 
is to be deeded to the Home­ 
ow ners A ssociation. A dditional 
casem ents or public utility ease­ 
ments may be provided adjoining 
the private vehicle accessway to 
accomm odate any other utilities 
necessary. Storm drain easement 
(S.D.E.) and sanitary sewer ease­ 
ment (S.S E.) shall be established 
where facilities for storm drains 
and sanitary sewers are to be 
owned and m aintained by the 
City, 
15 50.090 FIRE PROTECTION. 
Fire hydrants shall be located on 
the public streets at the entry to 
the private vehicular accessways 
as recommended 
by the 
Fire 
Chief. F ire h y d ran ts together 
with adequate water mains, shall 
be located in private vehicular 
accessways at a maximum spac­ 
ing of 400 feet and at other 
locations where deemed neces­ 
sary by the Fire Chief. 
15.50 100 LIGHTING. Safety 
lighting with a minimum of 0.8 
foot candles at the ground surface 
shall be provided private vehicu­ 
lar accessways and shall be sub­ 
ject to the approval of the Public 
Works Department. All pedestri­ 
an walkways shall be lighted 
15 50 110 
LA N D SC A PIN G . 
Landscaping shall be provided as 
required by Title 14 Zoning. 
15 50 120 CONVERSION OF 
CONDOMINIUMS. 
A. All developments proposed 
for conversion to condominiums 
shall fulfill all requirements of 
this Chapter and conform to the 
General Plan prior to the sale of 
any unit. No subdivision map, 
entitling conversion to condomi­ 
niums shall be approved unless 
the Commission finds that the 
development m eets all standards 
of the current codes and ordi 
nances as they apply to new 
construction, except for such re­ 
quirements which, by the provi­ 
sions of Chapter 15.52 EXCEP­ 
TIONS, the Commission deems 
an necessary to fulfill the objec­ 
tives of this chapter. 
B. All developments proposed 
for conversion to condominiums 
shall be subject to preconversion 
and postconversion inspections by 
the City of all physical improve 
•nents. The findings of the precon- 
cersion inspection shall be writ- 
en into a report to the Planning 
Com m ission. The rep o rt shall 
evaluate and compare the condi­ 
tion of the physical improvements 
to the requirem ents of all current 
'odes and ordinances 
Physical 
im provem ents to be inspected 
>hall include but not be limited to 
he following: foundations, walls, 
sellings, roofs, electrical systems, 
iomestic and fire prevention wa- 
'er system s, sanitary sewer sys­ 
tems, storm drainage systems, 
vehicular accessways, public util 
ties, landscaping and irrigation 
systems, anil the condition of all 
exterior building m aterials. Prior 
o approval or denial of the pro- 
x>sed conversion, the Commis- 
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sion shall consider the findings of 
he report. 
C. For all developments pro­ 
posed for conversion to residen 
ial condominiums, the applicant 
shall provide with the tentative 
map a report on the proposed 
on version which includes the fol­ 
lowing information. 
G) Length of occupancy of 
present tenants; 
(2) Household composition by 


3ge and sex of present tenants; 
(3) Current rents; whether rents 
include or exclude utilities, date 
and amount of last rental in- 
rease; 
<4) Nature of lease agreem ents; 
(5) Approximate proposed sale 
orice of units, expected monthly 
mortgage payments, association 
and expected financing available 
to buyers; 
<61 Statement of w hether occu­ 
pancy by children is allowed; 
(7) A list of the names of all 
enants and lessees of the existing 
structure, with a verified written 
statement that notice of the filing 
of the .application for conversion 
Pas 
been given to each such 
tenant by mail Each tenant shall 
be notified within 5 days of ap­ 
proval of the tentative map, and 
•or 60 days have the right of first 
refusal to purchase his unit. 
The Planning Commission shall 
onsider this information in its 
jverall assessm ent of the pro­ 
posed conversion and may disap­ 
prove a subdivision m ap if it finds 
the conversion will create undue 
hardships for existing tenants. 
D. All developments proposed 
for conversion to condominiums 
shall be subject to the ‘Property 
Development Excise T ax” Ordi­ 
nance No 
1110 and the “ Parks 
and Recreation Facilities Fee” 
O rdinance No. 1029. D evelop­ 
ments for which taxes and fees 
have been paid prior to conver­ 
sion shall not be subjected to 
double payment 
15 50 130 SITE COVERAGE, 
R E S I D E N T I A L C O N D O M I ­ 
NIUMS. The maximum allowable 
site coverage for residential con­ 
dominiums shall be 35% of the net 
site acreage. Site coverage shall 
mean all that land area covered 
by: structures containing dwell­ 
ing units, sta irw ay s, covered 
walkways, covered patios, cov­ 
ered parking structures, recrea­ 
tional stru c tu re s and storage 
structures. Not included in site 
coverage shall be ground level 
landscaped areas, walkways, un­ 
covered patios, uncovered recrea­ 
tional areas and uncovered park­ 
ing areas. Net site acreage shall 
mean the gross site acreage mi­ 
nus all public street and private 
streets and other vehicular ac­ 
cessways. 
15 50.140 SETBACKS, RESI­ 
DENTIAL CONDOMINIUMS. 
A. The minimum building set­ 
back shall be 20 feet from all 
public rights-of-way. 
B The minimum building set­ 
back from private vehicular ac­ 
cessway shall be 15 feet. 
C. 
The minimum distance be­ 
tween buildings at their nearest 
point shall lie 15 feet or one-half 
the sum of the heights of the 
adjacent buildings, whichever is 
greater. 
15.50 
150 PARKING, RESIDEN­ 
TIAL 
CONDOMINIUMS. 
The 
minimum parking requirements 
for resid en tial condom inium s 
shall be as follows: 
A. A minimum of two covered 
parking spaces, one of which 
shall Be in a garage, shall be 
provided for each dwelling unit 
and shall be located within close 
proximity of the unit they serve 
Each covered space shall be pro­ 
vided an enclosed storage area of 
a minimum size to 200 cubic feet 
B Visitor parking spaces shall 
be provided at one-half space per 
dwelling unit and shall be uni­ 
formly distributed throughout the 
development. All visitor spaces 
shall be permanently marked as 
visitor spaces. 
C. 
Screened parking areas for 
recreatio n al vehicles such as 
boats and trailers shall be provid­ 
ed and shall have a total size 
equal to 100 square feet per dwell­ 
ing unit. 
15.50.160 
PRI VATE OPEN 
SPACE. RESIDENTIAL CON 
DOMINIUMS. A minimum of 150 
square feet of screened outdoor 
private area shall be provided 
contiguous with each residential 
condominium unit 
15.50.170 
RECREATIONAL FA­ 
CILITIES, RESIDENTIAL CON­ 
DOMINIUMS. 
A. Community center or recrea­ 
tional center buildings shall be 
provided within the development 
B. Bicycle and pedestrian paths 
shall be provided and shall be 
subject to recommendations of 
the Parks and Recreation Depart­ 
ment. 
C. Common areas for outdoor 
active and passive recreatio n 
shall be provided in central loca­ 
tions throughout the development. 
15.50.180 
NOISE ATTENUA­ 
TION, RESIDENTIAL CONDOM­ 
INIUMS. All condominiums shall 
meet the sound transmission con­ 
trol requirement of the Uniform 
Building Code. 
DIVISION 2. If any section, 
subsection, sentence, clause or 
phrase of this Ordinance is for 
any reason held to be invalid, 
such decision shall not affect the 
validity of the rem aining portions 
of this ordinance 
The Council 
hereby declares that it would 
have adopted the Ordinance and 
each section, subsection, sen­ 
tence, clause or phrase thereof, 
irrespective of the fact that any 
one or more sections, subsections, 
sentences, clauses or phrases be 
declared invalid. 
DIVISION 3. This ordinance 
shall be published once in full 
before its final passage in Inde­ 
pendent Journal, a newspaper of 
general circulation, printed, pub­ 
lished and circulated in the City 
of San Rafael, and shall be in full 
force and effect thirty (30) days 
after its final passage.

Committee 
To Vote On 
No-Fault 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - No­ 
fault autombile insurance, a 
controversial proposition affect­ 
ing millions of motorists, will 
be lifted from legislative limbo 
and put to a do-or-die commit­ 
tee vote next week, a key law­ 
maker said today. 
After 9 months, Senate Judi­ 
ciary Com m ittee Chairman 
Alfred H. Song, D-Monterey 
Park, said the no-fault vote will 
come Aug. 20. 
That is the last scheduled 
hearing of the committee be­ 
fore adjournment of the Legis­ 
lature Aug. 31, and the final 
chance for the most widely 
supported no-fault bill in the 
Capitol, a measure (AB50) by 
Assemblyman Jack R. Fenton, 
D-Montebello. 
Since the session began in 
1973, the committee has heard 
and rejected other no-fault pro­ 
posals, but taken no action on 
Fenton's bill because of a lack 
of votes for approval. 
Song gave no indication of 
any shift in committee support, 
but told newsmen, “We can’t 
let it die like this.” 
Fenton held out, “ Where 
there’s life, there’s hope.” 
Under the no-fault concept, a 
motorist is reimbursed for costs 
and damages by bis own insur­ 
ance company 
regardless of 
who is at fault in an accident. 
Fenton’s bill limits the cases 
where a person can go to court 
and sue for higher damages in 
accidents, and would guarantee 
a reduction in insurance prem­ 
iums for the 13 million licensed 
California drivers.

Ho w to educate the bo at o perato r is the big 
challenge facing all bo ating and water safety 
gro ups acro ss the natio n. A ll the legislato rs and 
safety peo ple inv o lv ed in bo ating are unanimo us 
o n at least o ne questio n: “ Ho w do we impart a 
great mass o f kno wledge and kno w-ho w quickly to 
sev eral millio n bo atmen? ” 
Som e lean to com pu lsion. ------------------------------------------- 
They wou ld force boaters to 
learn ru le s and reg u latio n s. 
Then make them pass a test 
and be licensed before they are 
perm itted to drive a boat. All 
mu ch like the present system 
u sed for licensing au tomobile 
drivers. 
This grou p says that there 
are so few ru les and regu lations 
and restrictions on boating . . . 
there's so little to learn anyway 
. . . 
tha t 
alm ost everybody 
cou ld get a license if they were 
old enou gh. 
A nother, m ore pro g ressive 
grou p rejoices in the fact that 
there are so few restrictions — 
and wants to keep it that way. 
This grou p deplores the form a­ 
tion 
of 
a 
new 
bu reau cracy, 
points to the fantastic cost to 
the 
taxpayer of testing and 
Licensing boat drivers and the 
cost of policing the system 
This faction claim s that a 
knowledgeable, edu cated boat­ 
ing fraternity, volu ntarily em ­ 
bracing the precepts of w ater 
safety is mu ch better than any 
licensing, or system of compu l­ 
sion 
At the present time it’s grati­ 
fying to find that most of ou r 
legislators feel this way too 
A nationw ide o rg an izatio n 
dedicated to teaching boating 
know-how is L’mted States Povw 
er Squ adrons. 
It's 400 local 
u nits hold boat piloting classes 
du ring the fall and winter all 
a c ro ss the continent 
E very 
person who owns a boat ‘rfiou Jd 
take a Power Squ adron cou rse 
ft's free, fascinating and ex­ 
trem ely worthwhile 
Many squ adrons are now reg­ 
istering stu dents for the fall 
classes. Some have already be­ 
gu n the registration and are

. bu t ftiere will be 
more classes early next year 
Most local squ ad ro n s a n ­ 
n o u n c e c o m m e n c e m e n t of 
classes in their area newspa­ 
per.

The vast u ncertainty in this 
field of boating know-how is 
shown by some of the qu estions 
I've been asked this su m m er: 


Q. Must a man wbo rents

A. Some state boating laws 
insist that he mu st . . . Florida, 
for example. Other states don't 
mention it. Bu t even if the law 
doesn't care who su pplies them , 
there m u st be one aboard for 
each passenger. 


Q. Ho w clo se can y o u co me 
to a bo at y o u are o v ertaking 
in a riv er? 
A. There ^ really nothing stat­ 
ed in any law I’ve seen. Bu t 
re m e m be r, the re 's m ore to 
passing a boat than not hitting 
it. After you 've passed there’s 
you r weke to consider. If it 
shou ld cau se the overtaken boat 
any harm or dam age, every 
law says you 're a dead du ck. 
Q. Why do so me bo aters, 
when they are appro aching 
y o n alway s wait until the last 
seco nd befo re signify ing what 
they are go ing to do ? 
A. It saddens me to see the 
sam e aggressive disregard of 
the other fellow so common on 
the highway being transferred 
to the w aterway. Boating u sed 
to be a gentlem an’s game. I 
don't think there is an answ er 
to this qu estion 
Q. They tell me there’s a 
rule y o u must fo llo w when 
y o u turn a bo at. What is it? 
\. There's no "ru le .” I think 
you are referring to the fact 
that a boat does not tu rn like a 
car. A boat tu rns by swinging 
its stern and pointing its bow' in 
an new direction, w hereas a car 
tu rns by swinging its front end. 
This m akes no difference u ntil 
you drive away from a dock 
Then the stern might swing and 
hit the dock. 
Q 
Do es a seaplane hav e 
the right o f way o v er bo ats? 
A. You might find some sea­ 
plane landing areas from which 
boats are banned by a local 
ordinance, bu t this is rare. Un 
d e r in tern a tio n a l ru les, s e a ­ 
planes or flying boats are or 
dered to keep ou t of the way of 
vessels 
Bu t generally speak 
mg, when a seaplane is taxi-ing 
on w ater it is classed as a boat 
and has the sam e privileges.

Changing Scene In 
Baseball Scouting 
Marin Stars 'Ready Now4 For Sonoma 


Who would watch a 10 a.m. college baseball 
game in Salt Lake City, follow one of the players 
to a 5 p.m. softball game, then hop a plane to San 
Francisco in time to see most of an 8 p.m. high 
school game at Albert Field in San Rafael? 


ANSWER: a baseball scout. 
Professional baseball begins with the scout. As a 
group, no one is more dedicated to the game. 
Their salaries are not large. Their work hours are 
irregular. Their travel schedule is unbelievable. 
Many times, their meals consist of only that which 
happens to be available at a ballpark. And yet 
they endure all of this simply to remain an 
importnat part of the game they love. 
Who would wake up to a rainy day in California, 
phone for a weather report in Boise then hop a 
plane to Idaho just to see a game? 


ANSWER: a baseball scout. 
Prior to 1965, scouting was a wild, exciting 
business. In the years prior to 1965, any team was 
able to sign any amateur player provided he had 
graduated from high school. The scout had to 
literally wine and dine a young prospect, his 
family and girl friend as well. A young man, who 
was deemed worthy of a bonus, might receive 
offers from every team in baseball. These offers 
would many times be followed by counter offers. 
When it got down to signing a player, it was the 
scout making the best impression who got his 
man. In 1965, the free agent draft eliminated all 
this. Only one team is able to negotiate with a 
player. Scouting became very inpersonal. 
Who would drive to Santa Rosa for a noon game, 
have it postponed by wet grounds, then drive to 
Woodland, watch three games, wake up the next 
morning in Woodland, drive to Fairfield for a 10 
a.m. game and then be in Santa Cruz that 
afternoon for a 2 p.m. doubleheader? 


ANSWER: a baseball scout. 
In what has been termed an economy move, 
professional baseball last week adopted a new 
centralized scouting system. Seventeen of the 24 
major league teams are involved. The Giants are 
not involved but Oakland is. Each of the 17 teams 
is allowed to keep up to four of its present 
scouting staff. The rest of its scouts are let go 
(fired). Some of theee men will be picked up by the 
centralized scouting system. In the new d j s i v l l l , 
there will be 40 full-time scouts and 30 part-time 
men throughout the country. They will make 
reports to a central office. The reports will be 
passed on to each of the 17 teams in the system. 
No longer will the scout have a tie with an 
individual team. The older men will not be 
retained. Most of the present part-time help and 
many of the full-time men have already been 
released effective either immediately or at the 
end of their contracts. Some of these men have 
spent over 20 years with the same club. In many 
cases there are no pensions or retirement benefits 
of any kind. 
What are they supposed to do with the rest of 
their lives? 
ANSWER: ?

FAIRNESS URGED 
Owners Warned 
By Congressmen 


WASHINGTON OJPI) - A

League owners to reach a fair 
agreem ent with the players’ 
union or face a complete review 
of football s antitrust exemp­ 
tions. 
The congressmen, in a letter 
to John Thompson, executive 
director of the NFL Manage­ 
ment Council, also warned the 
owners against trying to break 
the players’ union. 
In their letter, the congress­ 
men said. “ We are today call­ 
ing on both the owners and the 
players, but ... particularly the 
owners ... to sit down again 
Thursday and this time reach a 
fair compromise agreem ent. 
“ If they do not or if the union 
is significantly inju red, we 
want it known that we will 
undertake a complete review of 
the National Football League’s 
antitrust status, and if the facts 
w arrant, introduce appropriate 
legislation.”

John E. Moss, D-Calif., 
chairman of the House subcom­ 
mittee which deals with re­ 
straints of trade, who said sev­ 
eral bills are pending which 
would affect the N FL’s anti­ 
trust exemptions.

The players’ decision to sus­ 
pend their strike and go to 
training camps for a 14-day 
cooling-off period was “in the 
best interests of the NFL and 
the millions of football fans in 
the United States,” the con­ 
gressmen said in their letter. 
“ We await a comparable move 
by the owners demonstrating 
their good faith in seeking a 
fair agreem ent with the play­ 
e rs.” 
In New York, a spokesman 
for the Management Council 
said it had not received the 
letter but added, “ Wt> know the 
record of the negotiations will 
show that we have bargained in 
good faith and we would invite 
Congressman Moss or anyone 
else to examine it.” 
The lette r added, “ While 
most of the evidence of inade­ 
quate bargaining points to the 
owners as the reticent party, 
the players are not wholly with­ 
out responsibility.” 
The 
c o n g re s sm e n 
also 
w arned ag ain st the ow ners 
trying to break the union even 
though they “ might have the 
financial muscle to do it.” 
"That is where the Congress 
comes in,” they added. “One 
reason why the owners have the 
financial muscle to refuse to 
bargain or to dam age the play­ 
e rs’ union is because of the 
special treatm ent they have re­ 
ceived 
from C o n g ress.”

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Pros, Cons Of 
Licensing Boaters 


How to educate the boat operator is the big 
challenge facing all boating and water safety 
groups across the nation. All the legislators and 
safety people involved in boating are unanimous 
on at least one question: “How do we impart a 
great mass of knowledge and know-how quickly to 
several million boatmen?” 
Some lean to com pulsion. — ----------------------------------------- 
; They would force boaters to 
learn rules and regulations. 
Then make them pass a test 
and be licensed before they are 
perm itted to drive a boat. All 
much like the present system 
used for licensing automobile 
drivers. 
* 
This group says that there 
* are so few rules and regulations 
j and restrictions on boating . . . 
there’s so little to learn anyway 
th at alm ost everybody 
* could get a license if they were 
old enough. 
A nother, m ore progressive 
group rejoices in the fact that 
there are so few restrictions — 
and wants to keep it that way. 
This group deplores the form a­ 
tion of a new bureaucracy, 
points to the fantastic cost to 
the taxpayer of testing and 
licensing boat drivers and the 
cost of policing the system. 
This faction claims that a 
knowledgeable, educated boat­ 
ing fraternity, voluntarily em ­ 
bracing the precepts of water 
safety is much better than any 
licensing, or system of compul­ 
sion. 
At the present time it’s grati­ 
fying to find that most of our 
legislators feel this way too. 
A nationw ide organization 
dedicated to teaching boating 
know-how is United States Pow­ 
er Squadrons. 
It's 400 local 
units hold boat piloting classes 
during the fall and winter all 
acro ss the continent. E very 
. - person who owns a boat should 
take a Power Squadron aourse. 
It's free, fascinating and ex­ 
tremely worthwhile 
Many squadrons are now reg­ 
istering students for the fall 
classes. Some have already be­ 
gun the registration and are 
filled up . . . but ihere will be 
more classes early next year. 
Most local squadrons a n ­ 
n o u n ce c o m m e n c e m e n t of 
classes in their area newspa­ 
per. Lf you missed yours, find 
the name of the Power Squad­ 
ron contact man from a yacht 
club, boating group or a marine 
dealer. One of them will know 
him 
Or write to the national head­ 
quarters at 50 Craig Road, P.O. 
Box 315, Montvale, New Jersey 
07645. Ask for the name of the 
training officer of the squadron 
closest to your home. 


The vast uncertainty in this 
field of boating know-how is 
shown by some of the questions 
I've been asked this summer: 


Q. Must a man who rents 
out a boat, supply life jackets 
along with it? 


A. Some state boating laws 
insist that he must . . . Florida, 
for example. Other states don't 
mention it. But even if the law 
doesn’t care who supplies them, 
there must be one aboard for 
each passenger. 


Q. How close can you come 
to a boat you are overtaking 
in a river? 
A. There ^ really nothing stat­ 
ed in any law I’ve seen. But 
rem em betr, th e re 's m ore to 
passing a boat than not hitting 
it. After you’ve passed there’s 
your wake to consider. If it 
should cause the overtaken boat 
any harm or damage, every 
law says you're a dead duck. 
Q- Why do some boaters, 
when they are approaching 
yon always wait until the last 
second before signifying what 
they are going to do? 
A. It saddens me to see the 
sam e aggressive disregard of 
the other fellow so common on 
the highway being transferred 
to the waterway. Boating used 
to be a gentlem an’s game. I 
don’t think there is an answer 
to this question. 
Q. They tell me there's a 
rule you must follow when 
you turn a boat. Wbat is it? 
A. There’s no “rule.” I think 
you are referring to the fact 
that a boat does not turn like a 
car. A boat turns by swinging 
its stern and pointing its bow in 
an new direction, whereas a car 
turns by swinging its front end. 
This makes no difference until 
you drive away from a dock. 
Then the stem might swing and 
hit the dock. 
Q. Does a seaplane have 
the right of way over boats? 
A. You might find some sea­ 
plane landing areas from which 
boats are banned by a local 
ordinance, but this is rare. Un­ 
d er international rules, se a ­ 
planes or flying boats are or 
dered io keep out of the way of 
vessels. But generally speak­ 
ing, when a seaplane is taxi-ing 
on w ater it is classed as a boat 
and has the same privileges.

Casper will tee off with Da­ 
vis, who lent his name to the 
charitable Jaycees sponsorship 
last year in efforts to rate the 
tournam ent among the major 
tour stops. Only six other tour­ 
nam ents pay more than the 
$40.000 first prize here. 
O ther celebrities on hand 
are: 
Glenn Campbell, Sandy 
Koufax. Willie Mays, Don New- 
combe and actor Gregg Morris. 
The tournament, usually held 
on the Labor Day weekend, 
drew record crowds last year 
and was pushed up this year. 
The final two rounds on Satur­ 


day and Sunday will be nation­ 
ally televised by CBS. 
Casper, a San Diego, Calif., 
native, has won four times at 
Wethersfield and he could use 
an 
unprecedent fifth win to 
overcome his poor showing in 
the PGA where he shot a 297 to 
place in the bottom 10 at Clem- 
mens. N.C. 
Casper, without a tournament 
win this year, could almost 
double his $42.559 earned so far 
with a victory on the fam iliar 
course where a year ago he 
scored 264 for 20 under par, 
edging Bruce Devlin of Austral­ 
ia by one stroke with a 17th 
hole birdie.

NEW YORK (UPI) -The 
fighting on Cyprus provided ad­ 
ditional uncertainty to Wall 
Street today and prices slipped 
broadly on the New York Stock 
Exchange. Trading was light. 
Analysts said the fighting be­ 
tween Turkey and Greece on 
Cyprus was negative to Wall 
Street, although they conceded 
that the major erosion of prices 
stemmed from long-standing is­ 
sues such as high interest rates 
and soaring inflation.

"Cyprus is just one more 
layer of uncertainty to the mar­ 
ket.” 
William Nelson, analyst for 
Moody’s Investors’ Service, 
said “Inflation is still the big 
problem ... but Cyprus certain­ 
ly doesn’t help the situation.” 
As frequently happens, gold 
mining issues bucked the mar­ 
ket trend and moved higher.

3 *2, Campbell Red Lake 3. 
Homestake was the second 
most active issue.

Wins Novato Nod 


The N ovato C itizens Open 
Space Plan was approved last 
night by the Novato City Coun­ 
cil but not before some harsh 
criticism from some affected 
property owners 


The vote to approve the con­ 
cept and general objectives of 
the plan was 3-1 with Council­ 
man Fred F. Ruegg against 


“ I t’s an overly am bitious 
plan. The city cannot possibly 
buy all the land shown on the 
map as open space. It goes too 
fa r,” Ruegg said. 


William Long, chairm an of 
the committee, explained the 
plan — which would put much 
of the bay flood plain, most of 
the hilltops and other scenic 
areas into either public or pri­ 
vate open space. 


“ It is not a ‘no growth' plan 
because it leaves a lot of land 
for developm ent,” he said. 


Phillip Coady of 747 Bradley 
Avenue, said it was not a plan 
at all because it was drawn up 
,bv the committee without con­ 
sulting the owners of the land 
designated as open space. 


Ann Young said her parents’ 
place at 501 Canyon Road had 
been designated as open space 
around Canyon Lake against 
their wishes, and she asked that ¡ 
it be eliminated from the plan. 


Joanne Bondoc of 509 Canyon 
Road asked for more study on 
the plan before her property 
was included. She said they 
have been harassed by people 
since it was known that their 
p ro p erty w as designated as 
open space. 
Joseph Sanchez of 2552 Vine­ 
yard Road said that since his 
property was put out as open 
space, 
people tear down his 
fences to get in and let his 
cattle out, even though it is 
private property. 


Plans Bared 
For Highway 
Landscaping 


Prelim inary plans for land­ 
scaping the Highway 101 bypass 
in Novato were unveiled last 
night before the Novato City 
Council. 
George E 
Juilly, associate 
landscape architect with the 
C a lifo rn ia 
D e p a rtm e n t of 
Transportation, told the council 
the project would be done in 
two stages over two years. 
The first stage, to be done 
this fiscal year, would extend 
from Novato Creek to North of 
the Atherton Avenue-San Marin 
Drive interchange. It would in­ 
clude the DeLong Avenue inter­ 
change, the main entrance to 
the city from the freeway Cost 
of the first phase would be 
$400,000. 
The second phase would be 
done next fiscal year from No­ 
vato Creek south to Entrada 
Drive, including upgrading the 
H ighw ay 37 in terch an g e. It 
would cost $360,000. 
Henry Sum araga, landscape 
architect, said the plans call for 
use of all native plants. These 
include live oak, black oaks, 
redwoods, sycam ores, redbuds, 
m an zan ita, flow ering shrubs 
and wildflowers. The wildflow- 
ers would include plantings of 
California poppies and lupines. 
Half of the cost of the project 
would be in the irrigation sys­ 
tem if the state can get water 
from the Novato Sanitation Dis­ 
trict treatm ent plant.

FDA Commissioner Alexan­ 
der M Schmidt said if Congress 
gives in to pressure from spe­ 
cial interest groups on the issue 
it will have sanctioned the sale 
of “ in g re d ie n ts of unknow n 
safety” and allowed “ the fraud­ 
ulent promotion of just about 
any article as long as it is 
labeled as a 
‘food su p p le­ 
m ent’.” 
Schm idt's attack cam e in tes­ 
timony prepared for a Senate 
hearing on bills to limit the 
agency’s regulation of vitam ­ 
ins. The FDA has already put 
high-concentration doses of vi­ 
tam ins A and D on a prescrip­ 
tion-only basis because it said 
such doses are dangerous. 
Beginning next year it wants 
to place in the drug category 
any vitamin, food supplement 
or food p roduct co n tain in g 
more than 150 per cent of the 
recommended daily allowance 
of any one vitamin. The FDA 
also wants to outlaw certain 
combination vitam ins it consi­ 
ders useless. 
Classification as a drug would 
subject 
vitamin products in­ 
volved to review for effective­ 
ness and could result in their 
being 
put on 
a prescription 
basis, although the FDA con­ 
tends that won’t happen.

To Slow Growth 


otti Brothers of San Rafael to 
remove the drydock walls.

They rejected a proposal 
from Claus Von Wendel who 
said he could remove the walls, 
refloat the rest of the docks 
(which now are mired in the 
mud) then tow them away for 
about $7,000. 
But supervisors expressed 
skepticism about Von Wendel’s 
scheme and decided to go along 
with the Ghilotti bid. “ We have 
to have someone with the finan­ 
cial base and the equipment to 
get the job done,” said Supervi­ 
sor Michael Wornum. 
Wendel submitted a bid in 
March to remove the docks free 
in exchange for salvage rights 
but the county public works 
departm ent 
recommended 
against it because Wendel lacks 
a contractor’s license. 
Instead, the county accepted 
a bid of S2 from Howard H. 
Hanley Co. of Covina but that 
firm failed to provide the neces­ 
sary insurance. 
So the county readvertised 
the demolition project. 
A spokesman for Ghilotti 
Bros, said that work will begin 
in the next few weeks. 
He 
estimated it will take between 
three and four weeks to com­ 
plete. 
Supervisors also asked Coun­ 
ty Counsel Douglas J. Maloney 
to take curt action against the 
Hanley company to recover the 
costs of the drydocks removal 
since the firm failed to perform 
on its promise to do the work 
for $2. 


An emergency ordinance to 
slow the pace of growth in the 
Black Point area was approved 
swiftly yesterday by the Marin 
County Board of Supervisors. 
The ordinance, which covers 
ridges but not flatlands, re­ 
ceived the required four votes 
to go into effect immediately. If 
will stay in force four months. 
During that time, newly cre­ 
ated building sites must be 
either two or five acres in size, 
depending on slope. Two-acre 
lots are required on lands of 25- 
per-cent slope or less, and five- 
acre sites on lands of more than 
25-per-cent slope. Existing 
smaller lots are not affected. 
County planning officials said 
the ordinance was needed to 
protect ridgelands which are 
listed as greenbelt-open space 
in the county general plan. 
The Black Point Community 
Planning Group has proposed 
that the general plan be amend­ 
ed to show Black Point open 
space as the low-lying agricul­ 
ture and flood plain lands but 
not the ridges. 
Planning Director Werner 
von Gundell said he will recom­ 
mend such a change later this 
year. 
Until supervisors decide on 
the change, he added, the ridge 
should be protected from the 
large number of land divisions 
being sought 
The ridgelands 
are generally zoned for half­ 
acre home sites. 
The Marin County Board of 
Supervisors also:

lot at Civic 
Center. The plane will be part of the 
firm\s fair exhibit.

Ruled As Private Property

F o rm er P resid en t N ixon’s 
taped conversations that are 
not relevant to the Watergate 
inquiry are his personal proper­ 
ty, a White House spokesman 
said today. 
President Ford's press secre­ 
tary, Jerry terHorst, said the 
White House legal counsel’s of­ 
fice, in consultation with the 
special prosecutor and the Ju s­ 
tice Department, made the 
judgment 
Ford played no role in the 
decision but concurs with the 
ruling, terHorst said 
Specifically, terHorst said 
“ the tapes not subpoenaed and 
not relevant to the Watergate 
inquiry belong to the Presi­ 
dent” meaning Nixon 
The 
statement left unclear the sta­ 
tus of tapes that have been 
subpoenaed and deemed rele­ 
vant. 
At the same time, terHorst 


said Nixon’s chief Watergate 
lawyer, Jam es D. St. Clair, had 
left the White House legal coun­ 
sel's office as of today and had 
returned to Boston. 
St. Clair has been taken off 
the 
White 
House 
payroll, 
terHorst said. St. Clair went on 
the payroll last January to help 
Nixon in his battle against im­ 
peachment at an annual salary 
of $42,.500. 


TerHorst said St. Clair left on 
his own initiative and he ex­ 
pects other members of Nixon’s 
Watergate defense team will be 
leaving in a week or two after 
they wind up their affairs. 


The subpoenaed tapes are in 
the hands of U.S. District Judge 
John J Sirica, who is reviewing 
them for relevancy in the Sept.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Department of Housing and Ur­ 
ban Development raised inter­ 
est ceilings to 94 per cent on 
federally guaranteed 
home 
mortgages, effective today 
It was the fifth increase this 
year in the maximum rate on 
home loans insured by the Fed­ 
eral Housing Administration 
and the Veterans Administra­ 
tion 
In a parallel action, the Sen­ 
ate voted 84 to 0 yesterday to 
approve an $11.1 billion housing 
and community development 
bill 
The measure, a compro­ 
mise between differing House 
and Senate bills, went to the 
House for expected approval 
Among the bill's provisions 
are a new housing subsidy pro- 
,'ram to replace one frozen by 
former President Nixon in Jan­ 
uary. 1973. It would also raise 
the ceiling on FHA-VA mort­ 
gages from $33,000 to $45,000. 
FHA and VA were the pri­ 
mary sources of home mort­ 
gages until recent years when 
their share of the market fell to 
about 20 per cent. The govern­ 
ment program, which allowed 
millions of Americans to buy 
homes in the 1940s, 1950s and 
1960s. has failed to keep pace i 
with home prices that have ! 
soared 14 per cent this year 
alone 
HUD Secretary Jam es T i 
Lynn said the new 9.5 per cent j 
interest ceiling on FHA-VA , 
guaranteed mortgages should 
reduce closing costs —the mon­ 
ey for down payment, insur­ 
ance. title search and other 
charges a home buyer pays 
when he takes possession 
Lynn said some home buyers 
had been paying “ penalties" as 
high as $2,640 on a $33,000 home 
because FHA-VA guaranteed 
mortgages at 9 per cent were 


substantially below the rate for 
conventional 
mortgage loans. 
The effect of the higher rate 
will be to spread the expense 
over the life of the mortgage. 
The 9-4 per cent ceiling is a 
reflection of realities in the 
mortgage money market 
The 
FHA-VA rate was 7-44 per cent 
on Jan 1. 
It was raised to 8-4 on Jan 
8. to 8-4 on April 15, to 8 % on 
May 13 and to 9 on July 8 to 
encourage money lenders to 
provide mortgages for home 
buyers able to pay the rate. 
The effect of inflation on the 
home cost coupled with the 
rising interest rates has been to 
increase the monthly payment 
for the average house from $205 
per month to $278 in the past 14 
months.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Whether Richard M 
Nixon is 
criminally prosecuted for Wat­ 
ergate offenses, 
he may be 
disbarred from practicing law 
in California 
Seth M Hufstedler, State Bar 
president, says the Nixon case 
is in the hands of an informal, 
preliminary committee which 
can state charges to be heard 
by a formal committee. 
“ It is conceivable the (form­ 
er) president might urge that he 
is exempt,” Hofstedler said re­ 
cently. “ However, our counsel 
has advised us it is his opinion 
he is not immune from discipli­ 
nary proceedings.” 
Nixon need not be convicted 
by a court to be disciplined by 
the State Bar of California. Ail 
that is needed is a finding of 
moral turpitude. 
This would result from “ clear 
and convincing evidence” of 
actions “ in the nature of a 
crime” — standards substan­ 
tially less than required before 
a jury and a judge. 
Nixon began his law practice 
in California as a young man. 
He has treasured his member­ 
ship in 
the California bar 
enough to have paid $100 a year 
in dues while president. 


Voluminous material, some 
sent by special prosecutor Leon 
Jaworski, has been collected in 
the cases of Nixon and six 
others licensed to practice law 
in California. 


They are John Ehrlichman, 
Robert Mardian, Gordon Stra- 
chan, Frank DeMarco Jr. and 
Nixon’s personal lawyer, Her­ 
bert Kalmbach. Kalmbach al­ 
ready has been suspended from 
practice. 


Since the California Supreme 
Court issues licenses to practice 
law, the court has the power to 
suspend or revoke licenses of 
persons of moral turpitude, and 
who therefore are not trusted to 
handle clients' funds and se­ 
crets. 


Short of disbarment, an attor­ 
ney can be subjected to suspen­ 
sions or public or private re­ 
prisals. 
If Nixon is formally charged, 
he could avoid possible penal­ 
ties by resigning from the bar 
However, such resignations 
must be approved by the State 
Bar Board of Governors and 
the court, and the charges 
would remain pending in the 
event that Nixon applies for 
reentry.

Beef Situation 
Is Played Down 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Agri­ 
culture Department officials, in 
a campaign to reduce the emo­ 
tional effect of reports that the 
price of meat will be going up 
in 1975; are saying that supplies 
will be plentiful for the rest of 
this year 


However, Sen. Herman Tal- 
madge, D-Ga., chairman of the 
Senate Agriculture Committee, 
says the reports indicate a criti­ 
cal situation 
The reports are based on the 
latest estimates on the corn 
crop, a livestock feed which 
directly affects the price of 
meat. On Monday, the Agricul­ 
ture Department said the Mid­ 
west drought means the corn 
crop would be 12 per cent lower 
than last year 
Yesterday, another govern­ 
ment report called the outlook 
for livestock feeds “ critical,” 
predicting that producers would 
use 3.7 to 3.8 billion bushels of 
corn m the year beginning Oct. 
1 instead of the 4.3 to 4.4 billion 
bushels in earlier estimates. 
Agriculture Secretary Earl L 
Biitz called a news conference 
and admitted the crop report 
was “ disappointing.” But, he 
said, “ this is no time for panic 
about the food situation.” He 


Quake Hits 
Southern 


California 


SYLMAR (UPI) — An after­ 
shock of the devastating 1971 
earthquake that killed 65 per­ 
sons rumbled across a wide 
area of Southern California to­ 
day. swaying tall buildings and 
rattling dishes but apparently 
causing no damage 
The quake struck at 7:46 a.m. 
and had a magnitude of 3.7 on 
the open-end Richter scale, ac­ 
cording to preliminary esti­ 
mates by the Caltech Seismo- 
logical 
Laborat ory 
in 
Pasadena 
The seismographic 
■station at the University of 
California in Berkeley said the 
quake had a magnitude of 4.5. 
Caltech said today’s after­ 
shock was centered in the same 
area as the Feb 9, 1971, quake 
which had a magnitude of 6.4, 
caused widespread damage and 
left 65 dead 
Today’s quake was noticeably 
felt in the UPI news bureau on 
the eighth floor of an office 
building in downtown Los Ange­ 
les 15 miles from here and also 
was felt along the coast from 
Santa Monica south to Long 
Beach and in Sherman Oaks 
and Pasadena 
A resident of this San Fernan­ 
do Valley town said the quake 
was a rumble, not a jolt, and 
that it rattled dishes. Preceding 
the quake was the roar which is 
frequently heard just before 
strong quakes 
“ It was not very big although 
I felt it here at my home in 
Pasadena,” said a spokesman 
for Caltech 
Police Departments and sher­ 
iffs offices reported receiving 
many calls following the quake 
but no reports of damage. 


said rains in the Midwest this 
week helped many corn crops 
— but in some areas the rains 
came too late and farmers are 
using their corn crop for silage. 


“ We have plenty of livestock 
for the rest of the year,” Butz 
said. '’We’ll get a larger per­ 
centage raised on grass or 
small amounts of corn.

This will mean there 
will be a lesser grade of beef, 
good for pot roast but not for 
steaks and roasts, he said 


“ If the consumer will settle 
for something a little less ten­ 
der, we can give her all she 
wants at prices she can af­ 
ford,” Gregg said in a tele­ 
phone interview. “ And besides, 
it won’t have as much fat.” 


Butz pointed to toe wneat 
crop as one of the successes of 
this year’s harvest. Most winter 
wheat had been harvested be­ 
fore the drought began. 


“ The wheat crop is nearly 200 
million bushels above a year 
ago and way beyond domestic 
needs,” he said “ We re going 
to be able to meet a substantial 
share of the export demand ” 


The Agriculture Department 
also issued a dairy report today 
which said the July milk output 
was slightly higher than the 
1973 figures — but that the 
dairy farmer’s cost-to-profit ra­ 
tio was 7 per cent higher than 
last month and 5 per cent high­ 
er than a year ago. 


The report said 10.1 billion 
pounds of milk were produced 
in July, 17 million pounds more 
than the 1973 figure. 


Talmadge, was not as opti­ 
mistic as Butz. “ The situation 
has to be labeled critical,” he 
said yesterday in a Senate 
speech. “ The potential to con 
tribute to spiraling inflation is 
tremendous. The crop situation 
has forced us into a comer 
from which there is no easy 
exit."

Talmadge has supported ex­ 
port controls on crops to keep 
more of them in the country 
“ We must put the people of 
this country first," he said “ It 
is imperative that we begin now 
to monitor more closely the 
stocks of wheat, feed grain and 
soybeans. Before it is too late 
we must considerable equitable 
measures to meet domestic 
needs without doing irreparable 
harm to our friendly trading 
partners abroad ”

Egypt Set 


For Clash

Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat said today his country 
was prepared for a new out­ 
break of Middle East fighting if 


Israel stepped up its military 
preparations. 
“ We are preparing just as 
they are preparing, and the day 
Israel declares general mobili­ 
zation we will do the same,” 
Sadat said in an interview with 
the Beirut’s AJ Sayyad news 
magazine one day after an Is­ 
raeli naval raid against the 
Lebanese coast. 
Asked about Arab press re­ 
ports of Israeli troop concentra­ 


tions and an imminent Israeli 
offensive, Sadat said. “ It is a 
mere show of muscle intended 
for domestic consumption.” 


One person was killed and 
five injured in an Israeli gun­ 
boat attack yesterday near the 
refugee camp of AJ Rashidiyeh, 
Lebanese government and 
guerrilla officials said. 
The Beirut defense ministry 
said one of the attacking Israeli 
vessels was hit by shore fire, 


but the Tel Aviv military com­ 
mand said all its boats returned 
safely after destroying an Arab 
guerrilla naval headquarters 
building nine miles north of the 
Israeli-Lebanon border. 


Sadat said in the magazine 
interview former President 
Richard Nixon did for Israel 
more than any other American 
president by preventing its de­ 
feat in the October war. 
“ But afterward, he changed

MORE ON MELONS 


Recently, I gave you some 
information on selecting mixed melons. I couldn't 
give you all the details because of limited space, 
so here are more 
Some people select mixed 
melons by smell. Cantaloupes have a full, mellow 
aroma when ripe, and the Cranshaw melons have 
a more spicy odor. 
Here in the West where the melons are grown, 
we don't have to worry too much about the ma­ 
turity of the melons. Ours are picked at their 
best. Easterners have to look carefully at the stem 
end to decide whether melons have a 
full slip 
This is where the stem scar is perfectly smooth, 
indicating that the melon was mature and pulled 
easily from the vine Jagged edges would mean 
the melon wasn't ready when picked and wouldn't 
have the best quality. 
Melon season is far too short as far as our 
family is concerned. The melons provide good 


nutrition (good source of Vitamins A and C) and 
are very filling and satisfying with few calories. 
Half a medium cantaloupe has about 60 calories. 
We can make a meal of this favorite summer 
salad 


Chicken-Melon Salad 


(Serves 6) 


1 large cantaloupe 
'/ « cup coarsely chopped nuts 
2 cups diced cooked chicken (toasted almonds or walnuts) 
Vi cup diced celery 
Vi cup mayonnaise 
'/ « cup seedless grapes 
lettuce leaves 


Remove the rind from cantaloupe, leaving it 
whole. Slice crosswise into 8 rings 
Remove 
seeds. Cut the two end pieces into cubes Mix 
cantaloupe cubes, chicken, celery, nuts, grapes 
and mayonnaise.

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Expansion Of] 
Bar Offices | 
Is Opposed i; 


SACRAMENTO ttJPD - A 
legislative audit committee rec­ 
ommended yesterday that a 
proposed $2 million expansion 
project by the State Bar Asso­ 
ciation be scrapped because ad­ 
ditional space is necessary. 
The 40,000-member bar ear­ 
lier proposed an addition of 
42,985 square feet of office 
space in its San Francisco 
building at an estimated cost of 
$2 million. 
“ Based on the combined ex­ 
isting space in the San Francis­ 
co and Los Angeles office build­ 
ings 
owned 
by the 
State 
Bar. . .the expansion is neces­ 
sary,” said Assemblyman Vin­ 
cent Thomas, chairman of the 
Joint Legislative Audit Commit­ 
tee 
The report said the State 
Bar’s existing staff and project­ 
ed needs do not justify the 
additional staff. 
The report, prepared by State 
Auditor Harvey Rose, said the 
bar’s existing rental facilities in 
San Francisco —providing 
space for 25 employees at an 
annual rental cost of $31,000,. is 
also unnecessary. 
The bar association is an 
official part of the judiciary 
branch of government and pri­ 
marily serves as the profession­ 
al regulatory agency for the 
legal profession. 
The report also found: 
That the bar has still not 
developed the specific workload 
standards and statistics needed 
not only to evaluate perform­ 
ance, but also to determine 
future personnel needs. 
That the legal duties of nine 
staff attorneys of the bar could 
be handled by four attorneys, 
and their nonlega! duties could 
be assigned to five legal secre­ 
taries for a salary and benefits 
reduction of about $65,000. 
Recommended that the legis­ 
lature not grant the bar permis­ 
sion to raise annual dues from 
$100 to $145 for veteran mem­ 
bers. 


State's Gas 
Consumption 
Dips In June 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - Gaso­ 
line consumption in California 
was lower in June than it was a 
year ago, the seventh straight 
month that motorists used less 
fuel than in the previous year, 
the state Board of Equalization 
said yesterday. 
The agency said the June 
consumption of 854 million gal­ 
lons was 2.6 per cent lower than 
June, 1973, and down 1.3 per 
cent from May this year. The 
consumption figures are based 
on the volume of the state s 
gasoline tax receipts 
Gasoline consumtpion for the 
second quarter of this year was 
up 14.2 per cent over the first 
quarter, but it was 4.1 per cent 
less than the second three 
months of 1973. 
The board also said the num­ 
ber of gasoline stations has 
dropped sharply in the past 
year. In July, 1974, the state 
had 19,265 stations, down 1,753 
from the 21,018 in existence in 
July, 1973. 
Since consumption was down 
in June, revenue from the gaso­ 
line tax declined from $61.4 
million in May to $59 8 million 
in June, the agency said. 
California’s monthly decline 
in gasoline consumption began 
in December, 1973.

AFTER THREE YEARS 
Book About 
River Done

After more than three years 
of research and writing, Marga­ 
ret Sanborn of Mill Valley has 
completed “ The American Riv­ 
er of El Dorado,” the 64th 
volume in the Rivers of Ameri­ 
ca series published by Holt, 
Rinehart and Winston, Inc. 
Much of the research for it 
was done in the Marin County 
Civic Center Library. Librarian 
Virginia Borland obtained addi­ 
tional material through the Bay 
Area Library Cooperative 
Miss Borland and the au­ 
thor's daughter, Catherine San­ 
born, who accompanied her 
mother on many excursions to 
the three-pronged Northern Cal­ 
ifornia river, are honored in the 
book's dedication 


A SECOND GENERATION 
Californian. Mrs. Sanborn has 
strong Marin ties, dating from 
her childhood when she spent 
summers in Mill Valley or Sau- 
salito She is a graduate of the 
College of Marin. 
Mrs. Sanborn traveled to Vir­ 
ginia to prepare for the two- 
volume work on Robert E. Lee 
which first brought her promin­ 
ence as an historian In 1968 she 
was awarded the California Lit­ 
erature Medal for nonfiction for 
the series by the Common­ 
wealth Club Such awards are 
given annually to California 
writers. 
When the Mill Valley writer 
was asked to write the new 
book for the Rivers of America 
Series. “ It was much more of a 
challenge than I realized There 
were so many fields that I 
would have to investigate. I had 
to learn about anthropology, 
geology, botany, the whole nat­ 
ural history of the area, as well 
as biography and history.” she 
said 


M IC H OF CALIFORNIA'S 
history took place along the 
banks of the American River, 
including the Gold Rush of 1.849 
and unification of the United 
States bv railroad, Mrs 
San- 
horn said Captain John Sutter, 
John C Fremont, Kit Carson. 


Mark Twain, and the Donner 
party who played major roles 
in California’s history, are 
closely associated with the riv­ 
er. 


Lotta Crabtree, the singer 
and dancer who entertained 
miners camped along the gold- 
rich river is a favorite charac­ 
ter of Mrs. Sanborn. “ My 
grandfather was the first one to 
tell me about the men in the 
audience who admired her, 
showering her with gold pieces. 
He had come to California in 
the early days and recalled 
seeing Lotta’s mother pick up 
all the gold pieces very careful­ 
ly.” she reminisced 


Of her working habits, Mrs 
Sanborn said. “ Writing is or­ 
ganized work, just like anything 
else. You have to discipline 
yourself. I leave the breakfast 
dishes in the sink and begin 
writing in the morning, working 
until midafternoon Then I try 
to get outdoors, to walk or work 
in the garden ” 


THE NEXT SIX weeks are 
peppered with important dates 
for the writer Aug. 19 is the 
official publication date of the 
American River book. Sept. 19 
she will talk about her book at 
a program on California in the 
Supervisors Chambers of the 
Civic Center. Sept. 21 a cham­ 
pagne reception will be given 
for her in the California Room 
of the Civic Center Library. 
Her husband. Francis San­ 
born, an accountant, is also a 
history buff, with emphasis on 
his native New England They 
have a son, David Sanborn, who 
is a San Anselmo resident. 
Their daughter Catherine, who 
lives at the family home, is an 
artist Mrs. Sanborn hopes that 
one day they will be able to 
work together, as author and 
illustrator of a book 
Having opened the rich vein 
of California history, Mrs. San­ 
born is considering mining it 
further .Although plans are ten­ 
tative, her next book will proba­ 
bly also have a western setting

In Grocery Coupons

Some shoppers would rather 
just pay less for food than fuss 
with “ cents off," cash refund, 
or merchandise offer coupons. 
Others seize these opportuni­ 
ties An organized coupon clip­ 
per and boxtop swapper may 
earn $30 to $40 a week — either 
in cash, coupons exchangeable 
for free food, or merchandise 
Retired persons with ample 
time and fixed incomes may 
supplement pension payments 
through refunds. (Cash from 
coupons does not count against 
Social Security earnings.) 


WHETHER YOU ARE for or 
against coupons, they are likely 
to continue. Projections report­ 
ed in a supermarket trade mag­ 
azine forecast a 50 per cent 
increase in coupon offers 
Coupons appear in newspa­ 
pers. magazines, through the 
mail, and on store bulletin 
boards 
Even a vending ma­ 
chine to sell coupons is being 
tested; a quarter yields cou­ 
pons worth $3 — if you use 
them all. 
Progressive coupon offerings 
increase in value writh number 
25 cents for one, $1 for four, and

NOT ALL COUPON offers 
make sense The Federal Trade 
Commission requires that 
“ cents off” promotions provide 
a legitimate reduction from a 
normal price — not a price 
inflated specifically for the pro­ 
motion But if you could still 
pay more for a product wnth a 
coupon discount than for a com­ 
parable product at full price 
For example, a newspaper 
coupon offers 7 cents off a 21- 
ounce bottle of a nationally 
advertised corn oil, but a store 
brand sells regularly for 12 
cents less. 


Regular coupon fans concen­ 
trate on cash refund offers. A 
company may offer to send you 
the full purchase price or some 
flat amount, such as $1 or $2 -50, 
in exchange for a coupon and a 
boxtop 
Almost as good are 
store coupons for another pack­ 
age of the product for free. 


ONCE YOU ORGANIZE your 
refunding activities, you will 
save boxtops, proofs of pur­ 
chase, inner seals from bottles, 
can lids, and sometimes the 
entire package from products 
distributed by companies 
known to be big in refunding 
The same companies continue 
to offer cash and/or discount 
coupons year after year.

Organization for Non-Parents 
(NON) called it National Non- 
Parents Day. In Central Park 
Aug. 1 Isaac Asimov, as father 
of “ Non-Parents D a y ,” 
crowned author Stephanie Mills 
“ Non-Mother of the Year,” and 
author Dan Wakefield, “ Non- 
Father of the Year."

An off-campus child care cen­ 
ter for student parents at the 
College of Marin and Indian 
Valley Colleges will open Aug. 
19 at West End School in San 
Rafael. 
Forty-five children aged 2'z 
to 4 years 9 months can be 
enrolled in the program with a 
capacity load of no more than 
25 children per hour The center 
will open at 7:30 a m and the 
child's schedule will correspond 
to that of the parents 
Teh center is open to parents 
meeting financial eligibility re­ 
quirements and enrolled as full­ 
time students at either college 
The facility is a combined, 
though separate, effort of the 
college and the Marin County 
Schools which will transfer its 
child care center from the Bah­ 
ia Vista Elementary School to 
West End school Sept 10. 
The program will be staffed 
by students in the Early Child­ 
hood Education work study pro­ 
gram 
A certificated teacher 
will -upervise the center 
The College of Marin also 


sponsors an on campus center 
with a 45-child capacity Indian 
Valley Colleges is currently 
working on plans for a center 


open later in the year 
The decision by the college 
Board of Trustees to open a 
second child care facility came 
after reviewing a survey of 
women wishing to return to 
school Of the 936 women sur­ 
veyed recently through the ef­ 
forts of the Women's Educa­ 
tional Re-Entry Program at the 
college, it was found that there 
were 286 children of prospective 
students who would need some 
sort of child care. 
Inez d'Arcy Heckman of the 
re-entry program said the num­ 
ber has risen since the survey 
was taken 
To enter the child in the center, 
parents must qualify in terms 
of income, said Mrs. Heckman 
Many of those interested in the 
program are single heads of the 
family, or the “ working poor,” 
she said, who work 40 hours a 
week at a salary of approxi­ 
mately $100 a week 
Most of the “ working poor,” 
she added, are women, and 
finding child care is the “ big­ 
gest problem” when they're 
planning to return to school 
“ The college is going to try 
and respond” to this need, she

For those on welfare or in 
extreme financial difficulty, the 
re-entry program will process 
their applications immediately 
Applicants are approved by

Sonoma Wins Partial Victory 
In Property Assessment Battle 


I-J Special Report 
SANTA ROSA — Sonoma 
County has won a partial victo­ 
ry over a state ruling on the 
county’s property assessment 
roll, according to County Asses­ 
sor Ernest L. Comalli. 


The State Board of Equaliza­ 
tion, which earlier said Sonoma 
County was improperly assess­ 
ing private property at only 22.8 
per cent of fair market value, 
revised the figure to 23.4 per 
cent after Comalli was given an 
appeals hearing last week. 


The seemingly trivial techni­ 
cality means a saving of about 
$354,000 this year to local prop­ 
erty owners because the ratio 
change means the state must 
pa\ a larger share of local 
education costs under the so- 
called Collier formula. The 
state’s goal is to have all coun­ 
ties assess property at 25 per 
cent of market value. 
Had the county achieved this, 
the state would have had to 
pump even more equalization 
money into school district cof­ 
fers, Comalli admitted. He said 
he doesn’t know exactly what 
the extra amount would have 
been under the complicated 
Collier formula. 


The theory is that counties 
that are assessed too low let the 
local taxpayer off too lightly 
unless the state reduces its 
subventions and forces local 
agencies to hike their property 
tax rates, Comalli explained. 
Statewide average for county 
assessments this year is 24.1 
per cent of fair market value, 
he reported. 
Comalli successfully chal­ 
lenged a sampling of Sonoma 
County market values by the 
state board's aides, showing 
their figures failed to consider 
unusual economic conditions in­ 
cluding relatively large unem­ 
ployment insurance collections 
by county residents, a large 
number of students in first 
through eighth grades and oth-

Comalli said one of his most 
telling arguments was that 
since 1969 the county assess­ 
ment rolls have increased by 77 
per cent including a record 18 
per cent this year.

Any county that misses the 
statewide nonutility roll aver­ 
age by more than 4 percentage 
points is arbitrarily reassessed 
by the state, Comalli said. This 
would apply to any county as­ 
sessing less than 20 per cent or 
more than 29 per cent of fair 
market value. 
State board of equalization 
member William M. Bennett of 
Kentfield moved successfully to 
revise the Sonoma County rat­ 
ing and give local taxpayers 
their break, Comalli reported.

S h ra p n e l p e p p e re d his e y e s, 
face and left hand, costing a 
finger and his sight. S car tissue 
now laces his face. 
P erach spent two m onths in a 
Tel Aviv hospital. 
“ D octor operated, 
took out 
m any pieces in m y e y es,” he 
said haltingly. “ Now doctor no 
can h elp .” 
He leaned to pat K irby while 
w aiting in the Guide Dog sta ­ 
tion at Second and D streets to 
tak e his instruction. 
P erach could walk tapping a 
w hite cane for the rest of his 
life or choose to com e to the 
L’nited States to train with a 
guide dog. The Israel govern­ 
m ent paid the trav el bill for 
him and his wife.

The other day, he proposed a 
direct attack on inflation that 
would set an example for the 
nation. 
Cut all federal salaries 10 per 
cent, beginning with the presi­ 
dent's and going right on down 
the line, suggested Goldwater. 
This would include senators’ 
salaries, and even the pay of 
what Goldwater referred to as 
“ my pet, the m ilitary.'’ 
Since salaries 
represent a 
large share of the federal budg­ 
et, such a cut would help to 
bring the budget into line. And 
until the federal government 
quits overspending its income, 
there is little hope of curbing 
inflation. 


SENATOR GOLDW ATER S 
proposal, however, is not likely 
to get far. because most of the 
lawmakers in Washington are 
mere politicians rather than 
statesmen — just like most of 
those in our state Senate in 
Sacramento.

Commissioner Walter Pudinski says 
the patrol will take no enforcement 
actions on the devices until Oct. 1, the

vintage with license plates ending in the 
figure "1” are required to be equipped 
with the additional smog control device. 
And even then, Pudinski adds, offend­ 
ers will receive written warnings allow­ 
ing them 15 more days to comply. 


UNDER STATE LAW, autos with the 
final digit "1” must install the new smog 
device no later than Sept. 30. Those with 
a final digit of "2” have until Oct. 31. The 
pattern will continue on a monthly basis 
until June 30, 1975. 
California Air Resources Board regula­ 
tions require not only installation of the 
nitrous oxide smog device. The owner 
also must obtain a certificate of compli­ 
ance. 
The document can be obtained only 
from an installer licensed by the state 
Bureau of Automotive Repair. He will 
fasten a sticker to the car’s windshield 
that will notify CHP officers that the 
work has been done. 


BUT DON’T , Pudinski warned, put it 
off. 
Later in the year, after car owners 
have received information on the new 
program from the Department of Motor 
Vehicles, which will mail it along with 
renewal forms for 1975 vehicle registra­ 
tions, the CHP will crack down

WASHINGTON — Have no doubt about 
it, the recovery of the nation’s poise and 
peace is going to come faster than 
anyone dared hope. 
The great danger was that Richard 
Nixon would remove himself from the 
presidency in the image of an injured, 
m artyr who had done no wrong and that, 
without a Senate trial and verdict, the 
divisive turmoil over Watergate would 
continue to poison the political life of the 
country. 
But that which many feared most — 
that resignation would continue a lacerat­ 
ing controversy rather than terminate it 
— is not, it appears, going to come upon 
us. 
These are the reasons: 
1 — Mr. Nixon resigned with grace and 
without bitterness, and it is amply evi­ 
dent that the Congress and the country 
want to close the book without further 
ado over impeachment. 
2 — There is no basis for bitter-end 
Nixon supporters to claim or to feel that 
he was unjustly, unfairly or peremptorily 
hounded out of the White House on 
unproved charges. There is no valid basis 
for continued debate on this score be­ 
cause Mr. Nixon himself has admitted 
enough responsibility for his owm down­ 
fall so that the issue is settled with 
finality. 
3 — The country is fortunate to have 
President Gerald Ford as Mr. Nixon’s 
successor because his transcendent forte 
is reconciliation. He is the very embodi­ 
ment of reconciliation and goodwill and 
decency. The leaders of Congress are 
responding to that spirit of unity with 
evident sincerity. Most Americans will 
respond the same way. 


I BELIEVE that Richard Nixon has 
done his part in stepping down in a 
manner which sufficiently accepts the 
verdict of Congress to vote for his 
removal if he had not removed himself. 
That’s enough. 
He doesn’t have to 
grovel — and he didn't. He wouldn’t know 
how. 
But he did affirm that he had commit­ 
ted ‘ wrong” acts He did affirm that he 
decided to resign because he had “lost so 
much of his political base” in Congress 
that he could not govern effectively. This 
was only another way of saying that his 
defense against impeachment had crum ­ 
bled and that his resignation was just one 
step ahead of the verdict the Senate was 
about to bring in. 
He did more than that. In the state­ 
ment released by the White House after 
making public the June 23 tapes, Mr. 
Nixon admitted that he had committed 
acts cited in the articles of impeachment. 
He affirmed that he had acted to abort 
the Watergate investigation six days 
after the break-in and that, as the first 
step toward eoverup. he had directed that 
the FBI not go further into the case. 


THIS ASSESSMENT of Mr. Nixon’s 
Watergate role is not the subjective 
judgment of some reporter nor is it the 
interpretation of ihe special prosecutor or 
of the House Judiciary Committee. It is 
Mr Nixon’s own assessment of what he 
did. 
Because this is Mr. Nixon’s verdict, the 
Senate does not need to render its ver­ 
dict It is a verdict which can and should 
be accepted as final. 


Now we can begin to bind up the 
wounds of the nation by looking ahead,

WASHINGTON - In all the oratory- of 
these past weeks, the homespun William 
Hungate may have laid out the situation 
b*ol for his own constituents in the Little 
Dixie bottom lands of Missouri and for 
voters in the country’ at large. 
“Suppose,” he said as the House Judi­ 
ciary Committee began that fateful week 
of 
impeachment proceedings, 
.sup­ 
pose your mayor approved a plan by 
which the chief of your city’s police 
departm ent could illegally tap your 
phone, open your mail, and burglarize 
your apartment. Suppose your mayor 
withheld knowledge of a burglary from a 
local judge trying a case in which that 
knowledge was crucially im portant. . . ” 
He supposed a couple more times, and 
his point was strong and clear: The 
President of the United States should be 
held to moral and legal standards at least 
as high as those binding a small-town 
politician. 


NOW THAT THAT particular President 
is no longer in office, the corollary to 
Hungate’s point could be an equally 
important, unintentional contribution by 
the Nixon administration to the nation’s 
future: Small-town politicians should be 
held to standards just as high as those set 
for presidents. 
However, there is a series of ifs to be 
crossed before either of those lessons is 
burned deeply enough into the national 
consciousness. 
If our recently so-highly-praised sys­ 
tem functions properly, it will follow 
through to hold Mr. Nixon accountable 
for his misdeeds just as objectively as if 
he were a county executive caught taking 
contractors’ payoffs, or a juvenile delin­ 
quent who lied in an auto theft case. 
If the first reaction of many congress­ 
men and others here to his farewell 
remarks is any determinant, he will not 
be allowed to retire unrepentant to the 
San Clemente sunshine, to sit protected 
by the taxpayers' Secret Service agents 
in his resort improved with taxpayers’ 
money, drawing $60,000 of that money 
yearly while others on the near periphery 
of his scandals are somewhere serving 
time. 
So if he goes unprosecuted while 
hundreds of thousands of other Ameri­ 
cans who never stood on the steps of the 
capitol and took the solemn constitutional 
oath from the chief justice are indicted 
and tried for their obscure private offen­ 
ses, it will not be by any overwhelming 
national consensus. 
Nor will this whole long and painful 
experience have served the purpose we 
expected from it when we said that the 
agony wouid make us more self-respect­ 
ful afterward.

But a leadership that 
formulates policies on the basis of the 
highest conceived good and then seeks to 
enlist all segments of society in an 
understanding and execution of those 
policies.

Alameda and Contra Cos­ 
ta counties. 
If Mills' measure does not 
become law. the tax would be 
removed in 1976, with much of 
the revenue used to pay off 
existing bonds. 
Committee chairman Ken 
Meade, D Berkeley, said he 
was not happy with the tax, but 
the prospect of shutting down 
the sleek transit system was 
worse 
Legislators should realize it 
was impossible to operate tran­

Bill Amended 
To Limit 
Sewer Plan 


I-J Special Report 
SACRAMENTO - A bill that 
will empower the Bay Area 
Sewage Services Agency to 
build a sewage system in Stin­ 
son Beach has been amended to 
limit such a system so it serves 
only “ existing development.” 


The measure, AB 3860 by 
Assemblyman John T Knox, D- 
Richmond, is pending in the 
Assembly. Present law permits 
the agency to build only treat­ 
ment facilities in communities 
that fail to clean up sewage 
pollution This does not cover 
the situation in Stinson Beach, 
which depends on septic tanks 
and thus has no sewers at all. 


The Knox bill would empower 
the agency also to build sewers. 
The agency is moving toward 
an order that could force the 
community to build a sewage 
sytem without voter approval 


The Regional Water Quality 
Control board asked the agency 
to step in after Stinson Beach 
voters last March rejected a 
$2 5 million sewage jystem 
Septic tanks are failing and 
causing health dangers, accord­ 
ing to the board's staff. 


The community’s primary ob­ 
jection to a standard sewage 
system is that it would encour­ 
age growth The new amend­ 
ment limits the facilities to 
those “ necessary to provide 
service to existing develop­ 
ment."

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Salt Lake Scout Suit 
Ruling Is Extended 


SA L T L A K E C IT Y , Utah 
i U PI) — Both sides in a civil 
suit alleging racial discrimina­ 
tion in Mormon-sponsored Boy 
Scout Troops have agreed to an 
indefinite extension of a court 
order halting such discrimina­ 
tion. 


The Salt Lake chapter of the 
National Association for the Ad­ 
vancement of Colored People 
and the Boy Scouts of America 
agreed Monday a U.S. district 
court temporary- restraining or­ 
der should 
remain 
in effect 
until a final decision is reached 
in the case. 


No trial date has yet been set 
since both sides hope to work 
out an agreement outside court. 
Chief 
Federal Judge Willis 
Ritter extended the restraining 
order he issued Aug. 2 when the 
suit was filed by the Salt Lake 
chapter of the NAACP on be­ 
half of two 12-year-old Boy 
Scouts who were allegedly de­ 
nied the highest leadership post 
in their troops because they 
were black. 
The suit, filed against the Boy 
Scouts’ National Council, Great 
Salt Lake Council and Troop 58, 
alleged the post of senior patrol 
leader in Mormon-sponsored 
troops could be held only by a 
deacon’s quorum president. 
Since church doctrine forbids 
blacks from holding its priest­ 
hood, 
the policy 
bans 
them 
from the scout post, the suit 
charged. 
Minutes before the suit was 
filed, 
the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints is­ 
sued a policy change, saying 
senior patrol leaders would be 
chosen in the future solely on 
the basis of their qualifications 
and not their church position. 
But the NAACP went ahead 
with the suit, claiming the poli­ 


cy change did not alter basic 
discriminatory practices within 
the church. 
Edward W 
Clyde, attorney 
for the Boy Scouts, told a court 
hearing 
Monday 
he did 
not 
mind extending the temporary 
restraining order until the case 
is concluded. 
“ The Boy Scouts of America 
have always had a non-discrim- 
matory policy,” said Clyde. 
NAACP attorneys also said 
they had no objections to the 
extension but asked for more 
-pecific language dealing with 
alleged practices by the Scouts 
than was in the temporary or­ 
der. 
The extended order restrains 
the Scouts from 
approving 
funds from programs operated 
on a racially discriminatory ba­ 
sis; maintaining any policy or 
custom 
which deprives the 
plaintiffs from all advantages 
of the Boy Scouts; making any 
other discrim inatory distinc­ 
tion; and selecting persons for 
leadership posts in a racailly 
discriminatory manner.

Committee 
To Vote On 
No-Fault 


SACRAMENTO ( U P I) - No- 
fault autombile insurance, a 
controversial proposition affect­ 
ing millions of motorists, will 
be lifted from legislative limbo 
and put to a do-or-die commit­ 
tee vote next week, a key law­ 
maker said today. 
After 9 months, Senate Judi­ 
ciary Committee Chairman 
Alfred H. Song, D-Monterey 
Park, said the no-fault vote will 
come Aug. 20. 
That is the last scheduled 
hearing of the committee be­ 
fore adjournment of the Legis­ 
lature Aug 31, and the final 
chance for the most widely 
supported no-fault bill in the 
Capitol, a measure (AB50) by 
Assemblyman Jack R. Fenton, 
D-Montebello. 
Since the session began in 
1973, the committee has heard 
and rejected other no-fault pro­ 
posals, but taken no action on 
Fenton's bill because of a lack 
of votes for approval. 
Song gave no indication of 
any shift in committee support, 
but told newsmen, “We can’t 
let it die like this ” 
Fenton held out, “ Where 
there’s life, there’s hope.” 
Under the no-fault concept, a 
motorist is reimbursed for costs 
and damages by his own insur­ 
ance company regardless of 
who is at fault in an accident 
Fenton’s bill limits the cases 
where a person can go to court 
and sue for higher damages in 
accidents, and would guarantee 
a reduction in insurance prem­ 
iums for the 13 million licensed 
California drivers.

Another channel showed a 
film of a man caressing a 
model attired in a black slip, 
followed by a discussion about 
the sexiness of black slips. 
On a third channel, a man 
interviewed a woman in a top­ 
less bathing suit (held up by 
suspenders).

out “show time!” and a strip­ 
per dressed in silver danced 
slowly out of her clothes.

Changing Scene In 
Baseball Scouting 
Marin Stars 'Ready Now' For Sonoma 


Who would watch a 10 a.m. college baseball 
game in Salt Lake City, follow one of the players 
to a 5 p.m. softball game, then hop a plane to San 
Francisco in time to see most of an 8 p.m. high 
school game at Albert Field in San Rafael? 


ANSWER: a baseball scout. 
Professional baseball begins with the scout. As a 
group, no one is more dedicated to the game. 
Their salaries are not large. Their work hours are 
irregular. Their travel schedule is unbelievable. 
Many times, their meals consist of only that which 
happens to be available at a ballpark. And yet 
they endure all of this simply to remain an 
importnat part of the game they love. 
Who would wake up to a rainy day in California, 
phone for a weather report in Boise then hop a 
plane to Idaho just to see a game? 


ANSWER: a baseball scout. 
Prior to 1965, scouting was a wild, exciting 
business. In the years prior to 1965, any team was 
able to sign any amateur player provided he had 
graduated from high school. The scout had to 
literally wine and dine a young prospect, his 
family and girl friend as well. A young man, who 
was deemed worthy of a bonus, might receive 
offers from every team in baseball. These offers 
would many times be followed by counter offers. 
When it got down to signing a player, it was the 
scout making the best impression who got his 
man. In 1965, the free agent draft eliminated all 
this. Only one team is able to negotiate with a 
player. Scouting became very inpersonal. 
Who would drive to Santa Rosa for a noon game, 
have it postponed by wet grounds, then drive to 
Woodland, watch three games, wake up the next 
morning in Woodland, drive to Fairfield for a 10 
a.m. 
game and then be in Santa Cruz that 
afternoon for a 2 p.m. doubleheader? 


ANSWER: a baseball scout. 
In what has been termed an economy move, 
professional baseball last week adopted a new 
centralized scouting system. Seventeen of the 24 
major league teams are involved. The Giants are 
not involved but Oakland is.

Pros, Cons Of 
Licensing Boaters 


How to educate the boat operator is the big 
challenge facing all boating and water safety 
groups across the nation. All the legislators and 
safety people involved in boating are unanimous 
on at least one question: “How do we impart a 
great mass of knowledge and know-how quickly to 
several million boatmen?” 
Some lean to com pulsion. 
------------------------------------------- 
They would force boaters to 
learn ru les and reg u latio n s. 
Then make them pass a test 
and be licensed before they are 
perm itted to drive a boat. All 
much like the present system 
used for licensing automobile 
drivers. 
This group says that there 
are so few rules and regulations 
and restrictions on boating 
. . 
th ere’s so little to learn anyway 
. . . 
th a t 
alm ost everybody 
could get a license if they were 
old enough. 
A nother, m ore pro g ressiv e 
group rejoices in the fact that 
there are so few restrictions — 
and wants to keep it that way. 
This group deplores the form a­ 
tion 
of a 
new 
bureaucracy, 
points to the fantastic cost to 
the 
taxpayer of testing and 
licensing boat drivers and the 
cost of policing the system 
This faction claims that a 
knowledgeable, educated boat­ 
ing fraternity, voluntarily em ­ 
bracing the precepts of water 
safety is much better than any 
licensing, or system of compul­ 
sion 
At the present time it’s grati­ 
fying to find that most of our 
legislators feel this way too 
A nationw ide org an izatio n 
dedicated to teaching boating 
know-how is United States Pow- 
er Squadrons. 
It’s 400 local 
units hold boat piloting classes 
during the fall and winter all 
acro ss the continent 
Ewery 
person who owns a boat should 
take a Power Squadron oourse 
Tt'.s free, fascinating and ex­ 
trem ely worthwhile 
Many squadrons are now reg­ 
istering students for the fall 
classes. Some have already be­ 
gun the registration and arc 
filled up 
. but rtiere will be 
more classes earl^’ next year 
Most local sq u ad ro n s a n ­ 
n o u n ce c o m m e n c e m e n t of 
classes in their area newspa­ 
per. If you missed yours, find 
the name of the Power Squad­ 
ron contact man from a yacht 
club, boatir^ group or a marine

The vast uncertainty in this 
field of boating know-how is 
shown by some of the questions 
I’ve been asked this sum m er: 


Q. Must a mao who rents 
out a boat, supply life jackets 
along with it? 


A. Some state boating laws 
insist that he must . . . Florida, 
for example. Other states don’t 
mention it. But even if the law 
doesn’t care who supplies them , 
there must be one aboard for 
each passenger 


Q. How close can you come 
to a boat you are overtaking 
in a river? 
A. T here^ really nothing stat­ 
ed in any law I’ve seen. But 
re m e m b e r, th e re ’s m ore to 
passing a boat than not hitting 
it 
After you’ve passed th ere’s 
your woke to consider. 
If it 
should cause the overtaken boat 
any harm or dam age, every 
law says you're a dead duck. 
Q. Why do some boaters, 
when they are approaching 
yon always wait until the last 
second before signifying what 
they are going to do? 
A. It saddens me to see the 
sam e aggressive disregard of 
the other fellow so common on 
the highway being transferred 
to the waterway. Boating used 
to be a gentlem an’s game. I 
don’t think there is an answ er 
to this question 
Q. They tell me there’s a 
rule you must follow when 
you turn a boat. What is it? 
A. There’s no "ru le.” I think 
you are referring to the fact 
that a boat does not turn like a 
car A boat turns by swinging 
its stern and pointing its bow in 
an new direction, whereas a car 
turns by swinging its front end 
This makes no difference until 
you drive away from a dock 
Then the stern might swing and 
hit the dock. 
Q 
Does a seaplane have 
the right of way over boats? 
A. You might find some sea­ 
plane landing areas from which 
boats are banned by a Ioca. 
ordinance, but this is rare. Un 
d er in tern atio n al rules, sea 
planes or flying boats are or 
dered to keep out of the way of 
vessels 
But generally speak 
ing, when a seaplane is taxi-ing 
on w ater it is classed as a boat 
and has the sam e privileges.

The Novato Citizens Open 
Space Plan was approved last 
night by the Novato City Coun­ 
cil but not before some harsh 
criticism from some affected 
property owners 


The vote to approve the con­ 
cept and general objectives of 
the plan was 3-1 with Council­ 
man Fred F. Ruegg against. 


“ It's an overly am bitious 
plan The city cannot possibly 
buy all the land shown on the 
map as open space. It goes too 
far,” Ruegg said. 


William Long, chairman of 
the committee, explained the 
plan — which would put much 
of the bay flood plain, most of 
the hilltops and other scenic 
areas into either public or pri­ 
vate open space. 


"It is not a ‘no growth' plan 
because it leaves a lot of land 
for development,” he said 


Phillip Coady of 747 Bradley 
Avenue, said it was not a plan 
at all because it was drawn up 
by the committee without con­ 
sulting the owners of the land 
designated as open space. 


Ann Young said her parents' 
place at 501 Canyon Road had 
been designated as open space 
around Canyon Lake against 
their wishes, and she asked that 
it be eliminated from the plan. 


Joanne Bondoc of 509 Canyon 
Road asked for more study on 
the plan before her property 
was included. She said they 
have been harassed by people 
since it was known that their 
property was designated as 
open space. 
Joseph Sanchez of 2552 Vine­ 
yard Road said that since his 
property was put out as open 
space, people tear down his 
fences to get in and let his 
cattle out. even though it is
